rhe City's Indebtedness— The Tramway Prop- 
erty to Be Valued in the Interests 
of the City. 

Vancouvkk, Fob. 13.— (Special)— Tho 
books allow tho liabilities of tho city to be 
$1,833,700.98, with assets, excluding streets, 
sidewalks, bridges, parks and sewerB, 
SI 242,743,31, leaving a deficit of £590,- 
857 07. 

Tho World's Fair Guide Co. are asking 
a grant of §1,500. Referred to Finance 
committee. 

An expert in electric tramway business 
will be brought from Victoria to appraise 
the Vancouver tramway property preceding 
tlio action of the Council in regard to tho 
city guaranteeing the bonds of this road or 
taking it over. 



London, Feb. 111. — From the early morn- 
ing the scene in Westminster palace yard 
was of the most animated description, 
groups of people assembling to watch the 
arrival of members. P. J. Foley, Nationalist 
member for Connomara, was the first to 
make his appearance, closely followed by 
David Sheehoy, secretary of the Irish Na- 
tional Federation and brother of the well- 
known Rev. Father Sheehey. Mr. Sheehey 
is member for South Qalway and is grateful 
to Mr. Gladstone for having denounced the 
magistrate who refused him bail when his 
wife was dangerously ill. " Honest" John 
Roche, Nationalist M.P. for Fast Galway, 
was also among the first arrivals as well as 
Dr. Charles Tanner, M.P. for Cork, one of 
the most fiery and popular of t lie National- 
ist leaders. By ten o'clock sixty members 
were waiting for admission. By noon tho 
inner lobby was packed with members and 
tho approaches were crowded. When the 
doors wero opened tliero was a disor- 
derly rush for seats, tho members 

SHOUTING AND STRCaOLtNa 
like a mob of excursionists on a holiday, 
Boveral being thrown to the floor. Thu 
veteran Caleb Wright, Liberal M.P. for 
Southwest Lancashire, S2 years of age, un- 
able to hold ins own in tho crush, fell down 
in the doorway; others were pushed upon 
him by the eager, heedless throng, and ho 
is trampled upon more than once before 
ibor Representative John Burns, M. P. 
for Battersea, came to his rescue. Mean- 
while the struggle for entrunco grew more 
exciting, and cries could be heard, "Keep 
back !" ''don't kick !" and other exclama- 
tions of a more emphatic character, while 
yells of pain left no doubt that a marked 
impression had been made on tho feelings 
of some usually dignified and phlegmatic 
Rriton. Reporters watched with considerable 
interest, and one or two of them claimed to 
notice that tlio kicking and punching was 
not altogether accidental, and that the de- 
monstrations wero rather more activo and 
conspicuous when some dignified old Con- 
servative British tquire happened to be 
caught in a group of Irish Nationalists. 
However, the melee settled down at last, 
and all got safely in their seats and forgot 
their aches, in waiting lor a feast of Glad- 
stonian eloquence. Every scat in tho 
House, except the Government benches, 
was occupied. Mr. Gladstone ontered the 
House at half pust threo o'clock. Every 
Liberal and Irish Nationalist in the House 
stood up and greeted him with prolonged 
vnd enthusiastic cheering. When Mr. 
rladstons arose at forty-three minutes past 
threo to introduce the Home Rule bill, there 
was another demonstration, so earnest, so 
enthusiastic und irrepressible that it was 
everal minutes before it could bo beard. 
Mr. Gladstone, who was in splendid form, 
spoke a3 follows in a 

CLEAR, STRONG, RESONANT VOICE : 
I may, without impropriety, remind 
the House that the voices which pleaded 
the cause of Irish self-government in Ire- 
land's ail'uirs have within these hulls during 
the last seven years been almost entirely 
mute. I return, therefore, to the period of 
1886, when a proposition of this kind was 
submitted on the part of the Government 
of the day, and I beg to remind the House 
of the position then taken up by all the 
promoters of these measures. We said that 
we had arrived at a point in our transac- 
tions with Ireland where tho two roads 
parted. ' You have,' we said, 'to 
ehooBO one or tho other.' One is t he- 
way of Irish autonomy, according to 
the conceptions which I have just referred 
the other is the way of coercion, that 
was cur contention. It will bo in tho recol- 
lection of tho House how that contention 
was moat stoutly and largely denied. It 
was said over and over again by many mem- 
bers opposite, ' Wo are not coercionists, we 
do not adopt that alternative, and neither 
wo adopt it.' (Ministerial ohcera.) 
it assertion of theirs was undoubtedly 
sustained by the proposals, and especially 
from dissentient Liberals, of various plana 
for dealing with Irish affairs. Those plans, 
though they fell entirely tliort in principle 
anil scope of Irish self-government, yet were 
of no 

TRIVIAL OR MEAN IMPORTANCB. 
They went far beyond what had hereto- 
fore been usually proposed in tho way of 
local self-government fur Inland. Well, 
what has been the result of the 
dilemma as it was then put forward on this 
side of the House and repelled by tlio other. 
Has our contention, that tho clioico lay be- 
tween autonomy and coercion been justified 
not? (Liberal cheers.) What has be- 
omo of each and all of thoBO important 
schemes for giving Ireland self-government 
in local affairs, and for giving her even a 
central establishment in Dublin, with 
limited powers ? All havo vanished into 
thin air, but tho reality remains. The 
oads were still there, autonomy or ccercion. 
The choice lay between them, and the 
choico made was to repeal autonomy and 
embrace coercion. You cannot always fol- 
low coercion in an absolutely uniform 
method. In lX.Sli, for the first timo co- 
ercion was imposed on Ireland in tho shape 
of a permanent law, added to the statute 
hooks. This state of tilings was a contra- 
vention of tho constitution, an ollenco 
against tho harmony and 

TRADITIONS OF BELT-GOVERNMENT. 
It was a distinct and violent breach of the 
promise on tho faith of which union was 
obtained. Tho permanent system of re- 
pression inflicted upon the country was a 
state of things which could not continue to 
erist. It was inipossiblo to bring the in- 
habitants of the country under coercion into 
sympathy with the coercion power. Mr. 
Gladstone proceeded to dilate at length 
upon the circumstances under which the 
act of union was passed, the promise of 
equality in tho Iuwh and of commercial 
equality under which union was effected. 
It was then prophesied confidently, he 



said; that Irishmen would tako their 
places in the Cabinet of the United King- 
dom, but it had been his destiny t 
sit in cabinets with no less than sixty t 
seventy statesmen, of whom only one, th 
Duke of Wellington, was an Irishman, whil 
Castlereagh was tho only other Irishman 
who had sat in a Cabinet siuco tho Union 
Pitt promised equal laws when the union 
was formed, but the broken promises mad 
to Ireland wero unhappily written in in 
delible characters in tho history of th 
country. Coming to 1811:2, when the resur- 
rection of the people began, and thenco 
down to 1SS0, Ireland could present here 
only a small minority in favor of restoring 
to her something of tho nature of constitu- 
tional rights and practical self-government. 
It is ustonishiug to mo that little weight is 
attached by many to the fact that beforo 
1880, before 1SS5, indeed, Irish wishes for 
self-government wero represented 

ONLY IIT SMALL MINORITIES. 
Since I8S7, when the wide extension of tho 
franchise was protected by secret ballot, 
Ireland's position lias been improved in 
Parliament, In 1880 there were eighty-five 
Nationalists, or moro than five-sixths. 

Alluding to English feeling towards 
Irishmen, Gladstone said ho would refrain 
from urging that England would fiud her- 
self exhausted and her work made im- 
practicable by resistance to Irish demands, 
lie could not conceive England maintaining, 
if so minded, resistance to Irish demands ; 
but England's conversion to Homo Rule had 
been rapid. In ISSli, England's majority 
adverse to Home Rulo was 211 ; it had now- 
declined to 71. In face of such a fact, who 
would guarantee the permanence, of the op- 
position of tho remainder? (Cheers.) 

Ho would usk the patient indulgence of 
tho House while giving an account of tho 
bill, (Cheers.) He could not undertake to 
supply a mere tablo of the contents. Ho 
would rather seek to present tho salient 
points, hoping to leave a living impression. 
Of Ireland's representative 80 are in favor 
of Homo Rule. They havo been reduced 
from 85 to SO under circumstances somewhat 
peculiar (hear, hear), and I must frankly 
own, to myself among others, for reasons to- 
tally and absolutely unintelligible (loud 
cheers). Let us look at the stato of the case 
as it now stands. There are but 80 out of 
101, that is to say 

THE WISHES OF IUKt.AND I'OIi IRISHMEN 

to govern Irish matters are represented only 
by four-fifths (laughter and Ministerial 
cheers). Hon. gentlemen seem to havo no 
respect for such a majority as that. Do 
they recollect, sir, that never in England 
has there been such a majority as that? 
(Cheers). No Parliament of the last fifty 
years has come within a measurable dis- 
tance of it, if there lie anything in tho 
great principle of self-government which, if 
it be a reality, never can work except 
through the machinery and laws of repre- 
sentation. At any rate, the voice of tho 
Irish people, the persistency of tho Irish 
people in deli vet ing that voice, and the 
peaceful constitutional circumstances under 
which it was delivered (Ministerial cheers 
and Opposition laughter) constitute 

A GREAT FACT IN HISTORY. 
It is snid, and I admii with truth, that 
Ireland is not a united country. I don't 
deny that tho division which exists is a fact 
of great moment. In truth, were Iroland 
united, anything that can render Ireland 
formidable would become much more for- 
midable ? Were IrcLml united all opposi- 
tion' would vanish as a shadow. (Hear, 
hear.) Ireland is not united in this sense, 
that in one part of the country not only tho 
majority of tho higher cIuescs but consider- 
able popular feeling is opposed to tho pres- 
ent mtionul movement. I will not attempt 
to measure the numerical strength of the 
minority. It is said by the party opposite 
that the minority in the north of Ireland is 
arrayed in unalterable opposition to homo 
rule, unhappily at the successful instigation 
of those whose plot it was to divide the 
people of Ireland when they wero 
united at the close of tho last cen- 
tury. Through the medium mainly 
of Orango lodges and religious animosity 
there was an alteration of feeling, but the 
Protestants of Ireland, during the period 
of the independent Irish parliament, wero 
themselves not only willing but zealous and 
enthusiastic supporters of Irish nationality. 
Inasmuch as their political lifo was at that 
period moro highly developed they led the 
Roman Catholic population in tho political 
movement which distinguished tho period. 
(Cheers.) This is written broadcast in the 
history of tho times. 

GENUINE NATIONAL SENTIMENT 

in the sense of national unity had at one 
timo prevailed among the North of Ireland 
Protestants. We who havo seen them 
alter, not through their own fault, tire not 
ready to bo persuaded they will not alter 
back again to sentiments of their own an- 
cestors (cheerE), and with their own blood 
and their own peoplo form one noble and 
glorious union. He might omit what in 
view of some member ought to be men- 
tioned, therefore ho begged them to wait 
and consult tho bill itself, which he hoped 
would soon bo in their bauds. 

It would be remembered that that tho 
bill of 1886 laid down five propositions us 
cardinal principles, to which ho had en- 
deavored to closely adhere. Change there 
was, but not trenchant change, he declared, 
from tho principles of 18S(i. The object 
was to establish a legislative body In Dub- 
lin for tho conduct of both legislation and 
administration in Irish as distinct from Im- 
perial affairs, (Cheers.) The limiting con- 
ditions which were then observed, and havo 
since, so far as wo aro able to do, been 
sedulously and closely observed, were 
these : We were to do nothing inconsist- 
ent with Imperial unity. This, I will say, 
whatever our opinions may he, that so far 
as our convictions and intentions aro con- 
cerned they would be but feebly stated by 
being couched in the declaration that we 
do not mean to impair Imperial unity ; we 
wish to strengthen it ; (cheers) ; wo 
wish to give it greater Intensity 
than it has ever yet possessed. 
First, then, 

IMPERIAL UNITS 
is observed and tlio equality of all observed; 
secondly, the equality of all tho kingdom 
would ho borne in mind; and, thirdly, there 
would be an equitable distribution of Im- 
perial charges ; fourthly, any and every 
practicable provision for the protection of 
the minority would bo included. The plan 
proposed ought, to be audi as to present the 
necessary characteristics of real and con- 
tinued settlement. In tho next place, wo 
liuve made it a point to meet what we 
thought tho not unreasonable demand for 
and express mention of the supremacy of the 
Imperial Parliament. There wero two 
methods in which that might ho done. It 
might bo done by a clause ; it might be 



done in the preamble. W o have chosen the 
preamble as the worthier and better, for if 
it wero done by clause it would bo too 
much in tho character of a mere enactment. 
It is not necessary to say many words for 
such a purpose. Our words are: " Whereas 
it is expedient, without impairing or re- 
stricting the supreme authority of Parlia- 
ment," and then tho preamble goes on to 
declare the creation of the Irish Legislature. 
With reference to the charge frequently 
with good faith made use of, that we are 
destroying the act of union, 

I WISH TO CHALLENGE INQUIRY 

upon this fundamental point. What ib tho 
essence of tho act of union (Hear, hear.) 
That essence is to be appreciated by com- 
paring the condition of things found in tho 
country before 1S00 with tho condition of 
things now subsisting in England, Before 
1800 wo had two sovereignties in tho 
country. Ono was collectively lodged in 
the King, tho houses of Lords and Commons 
of England; and the other was lodged in the 
King and tho houses of Lords and Commons 
in Ireland. There was no more right in the 
true historical and legal sense, for the sov- 
ereignty residing in Great Britain to inter- 
fere with the sovereignty of Ireland in Ire- 
land than there was in tho sovereignty of 
Ireland to interfere with the sovereignty in 
Ungland. 

This bill respects and maintains these 
rights of sovereignty equally throughout 
tho entire range of tho threo kingdoms. 
Then tho bill constitutes the Irish Legisla- 
ture. Bower iu granted to the Irish Legis- 
lature, which consists first of all of a legis- 
lative council, secondly ot a legislative as- 
sembly empowered to make laws for the 
peace, order and good government of Ire- 
land in respect to matters exclusively per- 
taining to Ireland, or to parts thereof. That 
power is subject to a double limitation. 
First of all, it is subject to the necessity of 
obvious limitations, imposing certain 

RESTRAINTS ON THE IRISH PARLIAMENT, 
Including all that relates to the Crown, a 
regency or tho vico-royalty. Tho subjects 
of peace or war, public defence, treaties and 
foreign relations, dignities, titles, and 
on do not belong to the Irish Legisla- 
I know no argument of an abstract, 
theoretical or constitutional character 
against the retention of Irish members at 
Westminster; but to revert to an old expres 
sion which bash, conic ratherfamiliar, I do no 
think it in the wit of man to devise a plan 
for their retention which would not be open 
somo serious practical difficulties. 
(Cheers ) Retention involves two points 
First, as to numbers, and secondly, as to 
voting power. Now as to the first question, 
that of numbers, is Ireland to bo fully 
represented in tho House? (Hear, hear.) 
Well, probably tho feeling will be in favor 
of the affirmative. Then arises another 
difficulty, what is full representation for 
Ireland? Iu 18S+ the House treated Ire- 
land in a wise and liberal spirit by assign- 
ing 10:i members to that country. That, 
number was then beyond what, according to 
the calculation of population in this coun- 
try, Ireland was entitled to, and it is 
claimed that, unhappily, tho disparity has 
sinco been aggravated by a double process. 
Tho population of Groat Britain has 
increased while that of Ireland has de- 
creased, and has now reached a point that, 
whereas formerly entitled to 103 members, 
it would, according to this same ratio, now 
have SO. Tliero ought to be a general de- 
termination to interpret full representation 
as meaning representation according to ex- 
isting population. Speaking of full repre- 
sentation, then, I imply that tho represent- 
ation in the Houso from Ireland would be 
composed of SO Irish gentlemen. Of course, 
it follows that there would have to be an 
election. These 80 members from Ireland 
in tlio House would probably bo indisposed 
to recogni/.o a commission given to 103 
members, so w hen it had been determined 
that 80 was the proper number, we en- 
deavored to arrange the schedule of 
the bill in such a manner that this 
Imperial representation would practically 
not clash with representation in tho Legis- 
lature at Dublin. Now comes the greater 
difficulty, What voting power are these 80 
members to have ? Ireland is to bo repre- 
sented here fully, that is my first postulate; 
my second postulate is that Ireland is to be 

INVESTED WITH SEPARATE POWERS, 

subject, no doubt, to Imperial authority. 
Still, as we must, from experience, practi- 
cally separate a certain independent power, 
as has been done in other Legislatures of the 
Empire, Ireland is to be endowed with 
separate powers over Irish affairs. The 
question before us is : Is she, oris she not 
to vote so strongly upon matters purely 
British 1 I propose this question in the 
truo parliamentary form : "Yea or 
No.'' Thero are reasons both ways. 
Wo cannot cut them off in a manner per- 
fectly clean and clear from these questions. 
We cannot find an absolutely accurate line 
of cleavage between questions that are Im- 
perial questions and those that are Irish 
questions. (Cheers.) Unless the Irish 
members are allowed to vote on all British 
questions they must havo too little or too 
much, because there are questions which 
defy our efforts to arrange, them with accur- 
acy and precision on the proper side of tho 
lino as either English or Irish. We do not 
see tho possibility of excluding them from 
one of the highest and most important func- 
tions of the House, namely, that of deter- 
mining tho composition of the Executive 
power. A vote of confidence is a simple 
declaration, but it may be otherwise. I do 
not eco that it is possible to exclude Irish 
members from voting on that great question. 
Next, unless the Irish members vote on all 
questions you break tho Parliamentary 
tradition. Tho presence of eighty members 
with only limited powers of voting is a 
serious breach of that tradition which, 
whether you resolve to face it or not, ought 
to be niado the subject of most careful con- 
sideration. Now I como to reasons against 
the universal voting power. It is difficult 
to say "everything on that side Irish, 
everything on this sido Imperial." That, 1 
think, |you cannot do. If youask me for a pro- 
portion, 1 say nine-tenths, nineteen twenti- 
eths, perhaps ninety-nine one-hundredths, 
of tho business of Parliament can without 
difficulty be classed us Irish or Imperial. It 
would, however, beagreut anomaly if these SO 
Irish members should come hero continually 
to intervene in questions purely and ab- 
solutely British. If some large question of 
controversy in British affairs should then 
come up, causing a deep and vital severing 
of tho two great parties in this House, ana 
the members of those parties knew that 
they could bring over eighty members from 
Ireland to support them, I am afraid a case 
like that would open a possible door to 
wholesale,

The Storm Which Chilled Victorians 
Also Whitened the Flowery 
Kingdom. 



Smallpox Epidemic— Curios for the 
Fair— The Zambesi— From 
Oriental Papers. 



Victoria's namesake, the fino steamship 
of the Northern Paoific line which Captain 
J. l'untou, R. N.B., commands, arrived in 
port on time Sunday, with a clean hill of 
health and a good cargo, besides 123 pas- 
sengers in the steerage. Owing to the 
rough weather, for the recent storms have 
boldly crossed tlio seas, the Victoria took 
the southern passage, and was conse- 
quently a day or ho longer on the voyage. 

The report of the trip from the log is, in 
brief, as follows, no particularly noteworthy 
happenings being chronicled : Tlio Victoria 
lefcHongkong January 18„ Shanghai 22, Kobe 
'2(1 ami Yokohama 28, having experienced lino 
weather generally while mi the Chinese 
coast. After leaving Yokohama fresh 
winds from northeast to northwest were 
met with, while heavy snow storms and 
high bead Geas were encounteaed, The 
meridian was crossed nu the 4tb inst. in the 
40th parallel. Then followed moderate 
easterly winds and line weather until the 
10th, when a southeast gale with high seas 
was experienced. Saturday brought thick 
weather with very heavy rain; Carmanah 
was passed at 7:30 p.m. and Victoria sighted 
early Sunday morning. 

On the present trip 2,500 tons of mixed 
Oriental merchandise form the bulk 
of the cargo, though not the most 
interesting portion, which is made 
up of curios for exhibition at Chi- 
cago. One of the most conspicuous of these 
is a "tea house," complete, from Yoko- 
hama, which will bo set up at tho World's 
Fair grounds by tho Jupaueso accompany- 
ing it on the voyage, and who leave for 
Chicago by the N.P.K. to-day. 

"Across tho water " the sold snap is 
just at present receiving undivided atten- 
tion. It made its presence lolt in the Orient 
before it reached Victoria, and when tho 
steamer left Hongkong that city was en- 
joying tho first Biiowstorm that has ever 
whitened its streets. The Pok-fu-lmn 
reservoir was frozen over and there was 
good skating too— or at least there would 
huvc been had not skates been an unknown 
quantity in the hind of summer. In Macao 
tho snowfall was heavy, five to six inches, 
and one correspondent; describes the scenes 
there in the following : 

"It was indeed a magnificent sight, to 
sco all tho surrounding mountains and hills, 
trees, houses, everything covered with a 
soft white veil of dazzling beauty— the like 
of which has never been seen by the present 
generation. The children were immensely 
delighted, making snowballs and snow 
figures, just as if they had been accustomed 
to it every year. In tho country round 
about it is reported that tho vegetable 
gardens were in some cases two feet deep 
in snow, and tho hillsides live or six inches. 
Tho heights of Lappa called to mind Fusly- 
ama, the peerless mountain of Japan, or the 
Alps, with their glittering whito crests. 
Tho icicles hanging from tho leaves and 
from tho housetops are as big as candles, 
and the pools of water in the streets are all 
fro/.-n about the hedges. The old residents 
of Macao have no recollection of ever having 
Eoen snow here before, but some of them say 
that when they were quite young they 
heard their aged patriarchs speak of some 
such occurrence — perhaps before the Flood!" 

The snow is welcomed by the superstitious 
Chinese, to whom it is a stranger guest, as a 
special mark of divine favor, for Enow is 
thought to bo a certain specific for many 
dangerous fevers. In all the temples of the 
Flowery Kingdom hymns of praise to the 
Lizard are ascending for tho special murk of 
favor. 

Both in China and Japan smallpox is rag- 
ing with considerable malevolence. Mr. 
Hayushi, Japanese consul at Shanghai, has 
reported to his Government that the epi- 
demic there is increasing in severity, and 
has already assumed dangerous proportions. 
In Kobe, during the fourteen days ending 
January 3, no less than 340 persons wero 
attacked by smallpox, and there were M0 
deaths. On the 1 1 th January 21 new cases 
wero reported, whioh shows a decrease on 
the number reported for the preceding few 
day?. 

When the Victoria left Japan the Zam- 
besi was preparing to emerge from the 
Yokohama drydock, her intention being to 
clear for Hongkong in less than a week. 
Sho will load cargo at the British 
port and then return to Victoria to take her 
place on the Puget Sound-Honolulu line. 
The "shire" line steamer Monmouthshire, 
which is reported to be under charter to tho 
N. P. Co., left Hongkong for Victoria via 
Japtinc^e ports. 

The cream of the Oriental news, as con- 
tained in ths pnpers brought by tho Vic- 
toria, may be given in a few words as here- 
under : 

" The Japanese steamer Wadatau Maru 
foundered in January while entering the 
harbor of Nugata, with the loss of eleven 
lives. 

" Subscriptions to the Bokhara relief fund 
collected in Shanghai alone now total $5,- 
546.45, less $10, the cost of printing and 
sending out the list of subscribers. 

" Tho Yomiuri Shimbun says that there 
is a movement on foot among the influential 
members of the House of Peers to try and 
compromise the deadlock between the 
House of Representatives and the (Jovern- 
lnent over the budget. 

" The Jiji Shimpn reports that a large 
firo occurred in Peking on the 7th of this 
month, when over ten thousand houses wore 
burnt, and several lives lost. The authori- 
ties are making efforts to learn tho extent 
of the damage, and are doing their bsat to 
relieve the sufferers. 

" An interesting and significant amend- 
ment, introduced in tho Japanese commit' 
tec of tho Peers, to the act for the Govern- 
ment of Public Newspapers, prohibits 
women from becoming publishers or editors. 
These offices aro to be reserved t o men of or 
over 21 years of age, the committee unani- 
mously deciding that tho discharge of such 
work by females is neither becoming nor de- 
sirable. A minority of tho committee was 
strongly 'opposed to the principle of empow- 
ering tho administration to suspend a news- 
paper even for tho limited period of one 
week.' 

" Crimes punishable with the last penalty 
of the law are comparatively few in Japan, 
and there are some who hold strong opin- 
ions against capital punishment. Mr. 
Ouohi Seiran, a well-known priest in Tokyo, 
has presented a petition to the House of 
Representatives asking that capital punish- 
ment should be abolished; the introducer 
was Mr. Kuroda, a member of the Diet be- 
longing to tho Kokumtn Kyokai."

DRAGGED DOWN TO DEATH. 

Young- Harry Campbell hoses Ills bire YVhlli 
Out Hunting Up the Arm. 

Victoria Arm added another to its list of 
victims on Sunday Inst. 

Early Sunday morning Thomas Fletcher, 
a son of the Port street music dealer, anil 
Harry Campbell, sou of the proprietor of 
the Drlard bar, both lads of about fourteen 
years, took an Indian dugout canoe and 
proceeded up tho Arm for a day's duck 
shooting. When in tho vicinity of Craig- 
ilower bridgo young Campbell stood up in 
tho canoe to take asbot at a duck. While 
doing so he lost his balance nnd the canoe 
began to fill with water. 

Fletcher, who was paddling at tho 
time, called for him to sit down 
in tho middle of tho canoe, but 
Campbell became excited and sprang into 
tho water, overturning the canoe at the 
Bamo time. Fletcher succeeded in clinging 
to the cruft and managed to draw himself 
up on it, but Campbell sank at once to tho 
bottom. 

The cries of Fletcher attracted the atten- 
tion of a party who were near the shore in 
a boat, and who hastened to the scene of tho 
accident, but too lato to rescue Campbell. 
Mr. George Clyde, one of tho men in tho 
boat, seemed a rake and brought up tho 
body from tho bottom, where it was lying 
in about eight feet of water. Tho Provincial 
police were at once notified and the body 
was removed to town by them. 

An inquest was held upon the remains 
yesterday afternoon. Goroner Hasell called 
a jury consisting of John Fullerton, forc- 
mun ; E 15. Drummond, H. L. Salmon, 
George Langley and C. Spencer. Thomas 
Fletcher, companion of the unfortunate lad, 
J. If. Bucket and (ieorgo Clyde wero ex- 
amined and the story as told above brought 
out. Tho sudden sinking of tho boy was 
owing to a hunting vest tilled with car- 
tridges and heavy rubber boots. 

A verdict of accidental drowning was ren- 
dered, the jury adding a rider to the eilcct 
that the Legislaturo should enact a law 
against young lads being allowed to carry 
firearms. 

The many friends of Mr. and Mrs. Camp- 
bell unite in extending to them a heartfelt 
sympathy iti this hour of suffering. Tho 
loss of the young lad, who was dearly be- 
loved by his parents, has cast a gloom over 
the once happy family which the most ten- 
der ministrations of friends can only partly 
alleviate, 

The funeral of Harry Campbell will be 
held from 151 Pandora avenue, and from 
Christ Church Cathedral, at 2:30 to-day. 



THE LOTTEliY OF LOVE. 

How the Anniversary of Good St Val- 
entino Became Identified With 
the Lupercal Festival. 

The Changes Which Follow in the 
Wake of Years— The Modern 
System. 



Way hack in the merry daysof paganRome 
at the great Springtide feast of the Lupercal 
the youths and maidens played tho lottery 
of love. Each gallant gentleman drew from 
a box a slip of parchment, on which a maid- 
en's namo was inscribed. To this fair lot- 
tery prize — and there wero no blanks in 
thoso days — the gallant devoted himself 
with chivalrous zeal for a whole year. Ho 
was under solemn, oath-bound compact to 
bo at her beck and call, liko a faithful 
knight-errant, and render profuse homago 
to her charms in the best rhyme ho could 
framo or buy of the verso- makers. 

Koine jogged along joyously until Chris- 
tianity throw a shadow of martyrdom over 
many of its festival days. Among the 
primitive worthies of the early Church who 
met violent deaths for tho faith were Saint 
Valentine of TorLosa and Saint Valentine of 
Interamna. Both Buffered martyrdom, so 
tradition says, on tho 14th of February, 
when the Lupercal festivities were at their 
height in Home. And so it came by the 
principle of] amalgamation so common with 
the early Church that tho anniversary of 
Saint Valentine was merged in the Lupercal 
games, and the lottery of love became a 
feature of the celebration in honor of tho 
gentle old saint's memory. 

For many centuries it flourished on the 
continent— especially in Italy and Ger- 
many — in England, and in this new coun- 
try, until recent years, and love told its 
tales in valentines. But like much of the 
genial poesy of the past, the festival's 
pretty chivalry has been crushed under tho 
wheels of the practical Juggernaut of prose. 
Money makers uro the idols of the day. 
Verso" makers are tolerated as harmless 
cranks. The details of chivalry take too 
much time. They have followed the stage 
coach into retirement, and all matter of 
sentiment, all ali'airs of the heart, once 
surrounded with the charms of 
leisure, are now rushed to a cli- 
max on the railroad of love. 
To-day tho swain who would play knight for 
a whole year, weaving embroidered ditties to 
his Valentine's eyebrows or ambrossial lips 
on the strength of any oath made at a festi- 
val, would soon be taken in hand r.nd re- 
ferred to a court of lunacy. 

So we of the nineteenth century can pack 
tho dead old Saint away with the other 
"fair humanities of old religion," and keep 
an eye on the passing regiment of rapid 
Americans who play tho lottery of lovo 
upon different systems. There is the bigamy 
system, the tandem, the four-ahreast, the 
Jekyll and Hyde combination, the Chicago 
system, with " lift' en minutes for divorce," 
asan attraction of travel, or the Dakota 
plan, which advertises to break all lovo 
shackles while you wait. Valentine was an 
estimable saint when the world was full of 
rhyme anil time moved on crutches. He is 
a back number now.

Respecting the Assessment Roll, 

ilo it enacted by the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria, by tho Council thoreof, as follows: 

1. It is hereby declared that a distinction for 
tho purpose of assessment shall be undo be- 
tween land and improvements situate within 
tho municipality limits of tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria.

i. Tho Assessor shall begin to mako tho 
assessment on or boforo tho fourth Friday in 
January, and complete tho samo on or boforo 
tho second Tuesday in Hay, and tho assess- 
ment shall bo made on tho said second Tuesday 
in May in each year. 

5. Tlio Assessment Roll shall bo returned by 
tho Assessor to tho Clerk of tho Municipal- 
ity on or boforo tho third Saturday in May 
in each year. 

0, In tho construction of tills by-law tho ex- 
pressions " Land" and '•Improvements" shall 
have respectively tho meanings given to them 
in Section 2 of the Municipal Act.

taxpayers contributes to the Dominion 
Treasury $1,414,886 as customs duties and 
5241,270 excise tuxes, $1,656,156 in all, 
or $10 97 per head of tho population. This 
is more than four times the per capita rate 
for Nova Scotia, and nearly threo times as 
much pro rata as the inhabitants of Ontario 
aro required to pay. 

Tho average rate of taxation in this 
Dominion from the two ijreat sources of 
revenue, Customs and Excise, is §5.92 
per capita, yet the Public Accounts show us 
that British Columbia pays $16.07 per head 
of its population. This shows that British 
Columbia pays eleven dollars a head more 
than the average share, amounting in all to 
$1,078,623. What does this I'rovineo get 
from the Dominion Government for this 
million odd dollars a year moro 
than the average share of taxation 
Not its proportionate share of appropria- 
tions certainly. In order that our readers 
may seo that wo have not exaggerated in 
the least, wo lay before them the following 
tabulated statement based upon tho Public 
Accounts for 1S92, and tho Census of 1891 :

THE TAXES WE PAY. 

British Columbia's representatives in tho 
House of Commons are doing only what is 
fair to the ta.rpu.yor8 of the Province when 
they direct the attention of Parliament to 
it3 contribution to the general rovenue, 
and when they compare what it gives with 
what it receives. Those who observed the 
patronizing way in which the Minister of 
Murine, a short time ago, spoke of this 
Province in an interview with a representa- 
tive of the press, would naturally conduce 
that British Columbia is a sort of pauper 
Province, which is all tho timo begging 
favors of the Governnreut and complaining 
moBt unreasonably and most ungratefully 
when she does not got all she asks for. This 
is not the attitude of British Columbia with 
respect to the Dominion Government. She 
is not a beggar. Sho does not plead for 
Hpecial favors. Sho wants nothing more 
than she has a perfect right to reeeivo and 
what should bo freely and without hesit- 
ation accorded to her. When tho represent- 
atives of the other provinces kno.v that sho 
contributes threo times as much per capita 
t o the general revenue as some provinces 
which are considered of great importance, 
whose wants are carefully attended to, and 
whose petitions are attentively and respect- 
fully considered, they will wonder how it is 
that British Columbia members aro obliged 
year after year to remind tho (iov- 
ornmeut that she. does not got fair 
play, that she is neglected and that 
provinces which do not contribute 
so largely to tho revenue, and which do not 
require public works so much, aro better 
treated. These complaints are not ground- 
less. They are, on the contrary, reason- 
able and are made with good and sufficient 
cause. 

The members from this Province know 
that the taxes which the British Columbian.! 
pay in proportion to their numbers aro ex- 
ceedingly great. The Public Aecouuts show- 
that this Province is subjected to so great a 
drain that it is diffiouU to comprehend how- 
it stands it. Its population in less^taari 
100,000. Tho (igures, according to the can- 
BOS of 1891, are 07,01.'). This "includes

Any intelligent and fair-minded man who

INTRODUCED AT LAST. 

The Thirteenth of February, 189.'i, will Lo 
a memorable day in the history of the Brit- 
ish Hcuse of Commons. On that day 
Mr. Gladstone, after more than seven 
years of incessant agitation, introduced his 
second Irish Home Rule Bill. During by 
far the greater part of that lime ho bus been 
in Opposition. He has worked with as- 
tonishing vigor for a man of lii3 
years. His tenacity has been as re- 
markable as his vigor. Ho has on this ques- 
tion lost the support of warm friends and 
able supporters. Among others, Lord Hart- 
ington, John Bright, Mr. Gosohen, Joseph 
Chamberlain, not only left his party, but be- 
came his most strenuous opponents. Be- 
sides these eminent men a large number of 
hio English supporters, men whose appro- 
bation he valued highly, lound themselves 
compelled by their senso of duty to join 
the Unionists. To lose tho political com 
panionship ond co operation of so many men 
whoso help he needed and whoso approba- 
tion ho valued highly must have been a 
great trial and a soro discouragement to the 
voterau leader of tho Liberal party. In the 
interval tho leader of tho Irish Home Rulers 
fell. Parnell forfeited the position and the 
influence ho had won by his own weakness 
and wickedness, aud time was not 
given him even to attempt to retrieve what 
he had lost. Mr. Gladstone wa» left almost 
alono to fight the battle of Home Rule. 
But ho did not falter. Ho went into tho 
general election with the vigor of a much 
younger man. The victory he gained was 
not by any means dcciaiTo. His majority 
was, comparatively speaking, not mucli 
moro than a corporal's guard, and England 
returned a majority of more than seventy 
to oppose his policy. A statesman 
in the prime of life might bo excused if he 
feared to meet. Parliament under such cir- 
cumstances with so small a majority. But 
Mr. Gladstone, whatever ho may have felt, 
has shown no signs of trepidation. Yester- 
day he brought down his Homo Rule Bill 
with as much courage and apparent confi- 
dence as if he was sure of carrying it by a 
sweeping majority. It is impossible not to 
admire the pluck and the perseverance of 
tho old man even when ono does not approve 
the cause he advocates. 

To judge of the bill from what we have 
seen of it, we should say it cannot be palat- 
able to the Irish Home Rulers. In the 
very first sentence of it-3 preamble it de- 
clares the I Irish Parliament to be subordi- 
nate. Tho agitators have been all along 
demanding a free and an independent. Parlia- 
ment. If the supremo authority of Parlia- 
ment— that is, the existing Parliament— is 
to bo ncilhor " restricted " nor " impaired," 
where is there room for independence or tho 
sovereignty of the Irish Legislature 1 Mr. 
Gladstone may juggle with words as ho 
may, but tho legislature which ia under the 
supremacy of tho Imperial Parliament can- 
not in the naturo of things Ijj "sovereign," 



doubt, many humane and law-abiding people 
in Texas who were horrified at the display 
of almost fiendish barbarity, but it will have 
to be admitted that tho great bulk of tho 
inhabitants heartily approved of condign 
punishment without tri .1 and by a dreadful 
form of torture. Among those who were indig 
naut at tho outrage and who were shocked 
at the spirit displayed by men and women 
who were supposed to be civilized and im- 
bued with Christian principle, was tho 
Govornor of Texas. In his message to the 
LogiBlaturo Governor Hogg stigmatizod tho 
lynching as " an atrocious and barbarous 
crime, shameful to humanity," and as "tho 
most revolting execution of tho age." Ho 
said: "The condition exists in our State that 
while one man can bo convicted for murder 
a hundred men who commit murder cannot 
be." This is a deplorable condition for any 
civilized community to bo in. There aro, it 
is true, somo crimes which aro horriblo to 
think of, and which deserve the severest 
punishment, intlieted in the most impressive 
way. But tho burning of tho crim- 
inal by an excited mob is calculated rather 
to provoke crimo and to foster a spirit of re- 
venge and cruelly, which is tho prolific 
eauso of crimo, than to deter wicked and 
bloody-minded men from giving the rein to 
their brutal passions. Besides, tho con- 
tempt for law which lynching encourages is 
of itself a danger lo society. The Governor 
in his message said : 

Tho observation of every experienced man 
teaches that when a community is infested 
with a mob tpirit legal executions become 
rare and impossible. When a murderer on 
trial knows that ho is before a jury com- 
posed of one or moro men who have escaped 
punishment for an equal crimo he feels sure 
of either an acquittal or a hung jury. A 
mob execution is no leas than a murder exe- 
cution. No man or Bet of men with mur- 
der upon their hands are capable of justly 
enforcing the laws. As a rule the riff-ruff, 
lounging, indolent, lawless element oi a 
community inspire and Lad the mobs, while 
tho law-abiding, industrious citizen in ter- 
rorized by the spectacle. If people other- 
wise respectable aro led into the crime by 
the excitement of the occasion, in their 
cooler moments they must see that their 
associates and leaders aro an elemont of 
hardened criminals. .Something should be 
done to teach them in advance that for 
their crimo they must answer at the bar of 
justice. 

When men learn to respect law — -to ac- 
knowledge its majesty — there will be no 
lynching. It is because many citizens of 
the United States have lost their respect 
for law and their faith in the integrity and 
tidelity those who administer it, that so 
many are so ready to take tho law in their 
own hands. The first thing to be done to 
bring about the reform that Governor Hogg 
believes to be necessary, is to cleanse tho 
law courts and to place tho enforcement of 
the laws in the hands of men of courage, 
energy and integrity. Let tho people once 
have reason to feel that the law is a terror 
to evil-doers and they will bo content to 
leave it to deal with the men who commit 
crimes of every degree of atrocity.

SEAMEN'S TROUBLES. 

This Time It Is tho Crow of the b'orest Queen 
-Robbine; a Policeman. 

Supt. Hussey, of the Provincial police, 
yeaterday received information that another 
raid had been niado on a non-union crow in 
tho port of Nanaimo, and also an outline of 
a daring highway robbery which took place 
in Northfiold on Saturday evening. Think- 
ing that tho vicinity of Nanaimo offers un- 
usual inducements for the exerciso of his 
official powers, Mr. Hussoy leaves for that 
place this moruiug in order to thoroughly 
investigate tho matter, and also to be pre- 
sent at tho trial of those concerned in tho 
raid on tho steamer Bawnmore, which comes 
up on Thursday. 

Tho following particulars wero received 
from Nanaimo regarding the cases : 

"Nanaimo, Fob. 13.— At midnight on Sa- 
turday evening Constable Shakespeare was 
hold up at Northfield by two negroes and 
ono white trau, who relieved him of all his 
valuables, including his six-shooter, hand- 
cuffs, watch, and twenty-ono dollars in 
money. On Sunday night Constable Stov- 
enson arrested ono negro, named Dooly, at 
Wellington, and Sergt. Gibba arrested an- 
other, named Smith, in town. Smith was 
armed with a knife, razor and slingshot. 
He attempted to draw tho knife on Gibba, 
but tho latter pulled out his rovolver 
and quieted tho darkey. Shakespeare's 
watch was found on Smith. A white man, 
supposed to bo the ono wanted, was arrested 
this morning by Constable Stevenson at 
Wellington, where ho lives with his family. 
All of them have been remanded until 
Thursday. 

The hark For ■ ljuecn arrived last night 
from Frisco. ~ ; un after she dropped anchor 
the scab eruiv were taken off. They wero 
found Una morning in tho loft of an old 
house at Grasshopper flat. The union deny 
all knowledge of the affair and tho seamen 
also Bwoar that they left the vessel of their 
own accord, owing to bad treatment and 
tho unseaworthiness of the ship. The police 
think the union had a hand in 
taking the crew oil", but have, 
as yet, no evidsnco of it. Tho 
caBC has been referred to tho American 
Consul, who this evening heard tho com- 
plaints of the men, and ordered them to bo 
detained in jail until the vessel is ready for 
so, and then to be put on bourd. 

Chief O'Connoll last night airested Tom 
Davis, tho owner of the sloop Mollie, on 
which Hamlyn, the leader of tho Bawnmore 
raid, left the city. Davis, who returned 
yesterday, states that tho aloop was 
wrecked. He has nothing to say regarding 
tho Hamlyn affair. Information haa been 
laid against him us being accessory to tho 
kipnapping affair. He will probably be 
tried with tho others at the special assize. 

Puget Sound papors assert that the union 
men in Seattle and Taeoma discountenance 
the kidnapping policy, and quote a promin- 
ent union seaman us saying: " Wo don't 
approvo of ony such outrages, and ship 
owners who know us are well awaro of our 
sentiments." 

N. E.T.&L. CO.'S ANNUAL MEETING. 

The Recent IMro Hakrs a Big Deficit— Con- 
cessions Which Will Ee Withdrawn. 

Tho annual meeting of tho shareholders 
of tho National Electric Tramway & Light- 
ing Co. was last night hold, for a first time 
in the now building, the committee room of 
which was well filled. President I). W. Hig- 
gins occupied the chair, and gave an outline 
of the company's fortuues and misfortunes 
during tho year. As might be expected, 
the reports of the direetora and auditors 
showed a hig deficit during tho twolvo 
months, tho greatest of the losses being 
ocMeioued by tho firo which destroyed tho 
old povror house and plant, and under theao 
circumstances tho figures aet. out were con- 
sidered favorable. 

There was a long discussion on the trans- 
fer system, and tho carrying of children 
free, many ot tho directors protesting 
against tho concessions, inasmuch aa they 
aro not called for by tho ehaater of tho com- 
pany. It is probsblo they will bo with- 
drawn. 

Tho meeting approved of the action of the 
directors in entertaining the proposition of 
the City Council as to the sale of the com- 
pany's charter. The subject was debated 
at, considerable length, but this particular 
offer was not favorably received by a major- 
ity of those present. However, negotiations 
will be continued with tho aldermen having 
the mattor in hand. 

Tho Board of Directors having beon un- 
animously re-elected, tho meeting ad- 
journed. Before leaving the premises, how- 
ever, all availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to inspect tho works, and expressed 
pleasure at all they had seen. 

Calgary Cattle.

Mb. STODDART moved, seconded by Mr. 
Smith: "That a select committee bo ap- 
pointed to inquire into the question of the 
protection of winter cattle ranges and the 
desirability of defining certain boundaries 
in which sheep may bo depastured; commit- 
teo to consist of Hon. F. G. Vernon, Messrs. 
Martin, Semlin, Rogers, Watt, Smith and 
the mover." 

Mil Stoddart said : In moving this 
resolution for a select committee, which, 
you will notice, is composed of hon. mem- 
bers who represent districts that are largely 
interested in stock raising, I would say 
that my reason for wishing to have this 
committee appointed ia to try to amend 
the Cattle Ranges Act o£ 18S8, which was so 
amended by a slight error last session in 
introducing a chunge iu tho Commons Act 
that it was found to be unworkable. My 
idea is to so amend tho Act that tho differ- 
ent stock raisers' associations throughout 
tho Province will havo a certain amount of 
control over tho ranges in the different 
polling divisions, but I certainly think 
that tho parties who have invested their 
capital in sheep are also entitled to some 
protection. In tho district which I have 
the honor to represent there have been im- 
ported within tho last two years several 
thousand head of Bhccp from Oregon und 
from Ontario— I think something over 
lfj.OOO head— and I am informed that there 
wi'll be largo importations this year. It is 
a well known fact that cattle und sheep will 
not thrive on tho same grazing land, especi- 
ally in a dry section ot country, and some 
people aro of the opinion that sheep should 
not he allowed to pasture on public land, 
especially in a bunch grass country. This 
Province, however, is large in area, and I 
think there ought to bo room for both cattle 
and sheep, providing the Act is so amended 
as to give justice to the owners of both. 
Tho Cattle Ranges Act of 1SSS gave the 
stock-raisers north and east of the Cascade 
range, power to form themselves into an 
association by having a two-third majority 
of the qualified resident holders of land, 
and was found to work well, with very few 
exceptions, and I am still of the opinion 
that cattle raisers should have ample range 
for their cattle us they fto the oldest set- 
tlers in tho Province and have tho bulk of 
their capital invested iu that enterprise. 
Tho principal di pute is in regard to the 
winter ranges, which are principally situat- 
ed along the banks of tho different rivers 
and in ordinary winters cattle and sheep 
can be pastured without any serious loss. 
I sincerely hope that this committee will 
be able to so amend the act as to give gen- 
eral satisfaction to all tho parties interested 
in stock-raining. 

Mb, Smith said that in seconding the 
resolution ho did so with tho idea in view 
that tho result of the work of tho commit- 
tee would bo to find a solution of the 
question. He thought that men who had 
lived for a length of time in the country, as 
tho cattle men had, should have a certain 
amount of protection. It was generally 
conceded that sheep would destroy tho cat- 
tle ranges, and he hoped legislation would 
bo had to prevent tho grazing being all de- 
stroyed. 

Mr. SEMLIN supported the re- 
solution, hut thought it should in- 
clude summer us well us winter ranges. 

Hon. Mb. VeBNON thought that the re- 
solution was a good one, which should com- 
mend itself to every hon. member of the 
House. Tho subject whs a very difficult 
one to deal with. Parties who invested 
their money iu sheep claimed tho same 
rights as other citizens to tho use of a por- 
tion of the public domain On tho other 
hand, the cattle men had been in bueinesj 
for many years, and felt that they should 
not he injured by sheep being allowed to 
destroy the pasture. He would havo much 
pleasure in assisting in the inquiry, which, 
ho hoped, would result in tho settlement of 
the much vexed question. 

Mil. SEMLIN drew attention to the rules 
which provide that select committees shall 
not havo more than five members. 

After soino considerable discussion, 

IfoN. Mr. Davie said that thero was 
overy reason why tho committee should 
have on it all of the members from tho in- 
terested districts. Tho question before the 
House was one which had given the Gov- 
ernment much concern, and he was sure the 
information which would bo gathered by 
tho committee would be of great use and 
assistance in settling the difficulty, 

Mb. Hi'NTElt supported the motion, 
•which was carried unanimously.

Hon. Mr. Heaven, rising to a question of 
privilege, said that he saw by the votes 
and proceedings of Friday that a couple of 
amendments he had mudo to tho Arbitra- 
tion bill in committee, were not printed in 
tho votea and proceedings as now laid 
before tho House. He suggested that 
tho amendments Bhould bo printed 
from day to day in the votes and proceed- 
ings so that omissions of the kind, if 
any, could be rectified. 

Hon. Mb. Davie add the amendments 
to the bill wers only to rectify what might 
be called printer's omissions. They ap- 
peared in the amended bill. 

MB. SMITH explained that he was chair- 
man of the committee, and the two "amend- 
ments" the hon. leader of the Opposition 
referred to us being omitted from the votes 
and proceedings were the words "in" and 
" to." (Laughter. ) 

Hon. Mr. Heaven wanted the amend- 
ments inserted in the records. 

Hon. Mr. Davik said ho thought it was 
carrying tho matter altogether too far if 
every time an i was not dotted or a t was 
not crossed a record must bo made upon tho 
votes und proceedings. He drew attention 
to an error in tho Agisters bill where a word 
had been -wrongly spelled. Because one let- 
ter was out of pUoe or a word was ■ mis- 
spelled was a record of tho correction to be 
made? All substantial or material amend- 
ments would bo recorded, but there was 
such a thing as carrying the thing too far. 
The matter dropped.

Tho Houso went into committee of the 
whole on the Mineral bill, Mr. Booth in the 
chair. Bill reported complete with amend- 
ments.

DEEP PROSPECTING. 

Mr. Charles Ramos Gives Some Inter- 
esting Facts Regarding the Famous 
Camps of Cariboo. 



Some Unique Prospecting on Slough 
Creek Which Will Brius: Sub- 
stantial Returns. 



Nob only tho mining men, but the public 
(generally are interested in any now depar- 
ture calculated to facilitate the work of 
wresting gold from the coffers of that old 
miaer Nature, who hides away with jealous 
zeal her hoarded wealth. Tho Cariboo 
basin has long been known us one of the 
richeat gold regions of British Columbia, if 
not of the world, and ta an interview yea 
terday with Mr. Chas. Ramos muny points 
of intereat were learned regarding the re 
■ suits of tho eeaaou's work in that section. 

'•The property," said ^Nlr, Ramos, " in 
which I am personally interested is tho 
Slough Creek Mining company's claims 
Slough creek is ono of tho principal streams 
in the Cariboo basin, and our property is 
located on that creek, ut tho junction of 
Nelson creek. Tho property extends along 
tho bed of Slough creek one-half milu in 
width and three milea in lon«th. 

"Any old-timo Cariboo man will have 
heard of tho famous Williams creek, which 
made so many men's fortunes in tho early 
days, and tho value of our property is assur- 
ed from the fact that it lies only six miles 
distant aud along tho same valley of gold- 
baaring drift, which, in tho slow process of 
tho centuries, has crumbled away from tho 
■.rich quartz lodes above to find a resting 
place in the old channel. On one aide ia 
Island mountain aud on tho other is Burns 
mountain, each of which is rich in gold- 
beariog quartz. 

gj" In fact thero is no better manner in 
which to demonstrate the unfailing richness 
of the country than the official figures, which 
show that for soiuo thirty yoara past the 
gold yield of this region has averaged StiOO 
per year for every man engaged in mining 
during that length of li ne. 

" Among the claims now being worked in 
tho vicinity of Slough creek ia tho Island 
Mountain Quartz Alining company's pro- 
perty at the bead of tho creek. Here, a teu 
stamp mill iias been operated successfully 
•for some time past. A number of hydraulic 
claims aro yielding handsome returns along 
the creek, and on every baud is the evidence 
of vast wealth, which ouly awaits tho wave 
of that magic wand the minor's drill to 
pour its stores into the coffers of the world. 

"One difficulty with the section in which 
we are located, has been the coat of systema- 
tic prospecting. As long as the shallow and 
easily woiked claims continued to yield 
their thousands of ounces daily, there was 
no thought of what might bo hidden away 
in tho deeper ground. The gradual work- 
ing out of such claims lias led to more and 
more attention being paid to claims 
where tho bed rock lies at a depth 
which was beyond the reach of those 
old-timers, who lucked tho experience 
to open deep claims, or what was more 
often the caae, lacked sufficient capital to 
operate and keep clear from wuter this claaa 
of property. 

" To give aome idea of this coBt, wo may 
take tho Van Winkle mine, where some 
$10,000 was expended in locating tho chan- 
nel. But when the channel was reached three 
consecutivo weekly clean-ups, uveruged 
about §11,000 each. Tho Cunningham, 
California, and Toutino claims each required 
the expenditure of nearly §100,000 before 
the returns began to come in, but each of 
them yielded in dividends five times tho 
amount expended upon them. 

" With bed rock from oO to '2,">0 feet he- 
low the surface, expensive pumping 
machinery is required to keep out the 
water, or long and often difficult drains 
must bo constructed for the saino purpose. 
This renders prospecting in deep ground 
very expensive, and consequently its uncer- 
tainty baa detorrcd mauy from attempting 
it. 

" It waa with a view of rendering such 
prospecting at once certain and inexpensive 
that tho Slough Creek Mining Company 
have introduced into Cariboo what is locally 
an entirely new departure. This is in tho 
shape of a hydraulic jetting process ma- 
chine, similar to those used in boring for 
coal und «il in Pennsylvania, aud which 
have sinco been very successfully used in 
the placer claims of the Cocur d'Aleue. 
This machine ia capable of sinking fifty feet 
per day through all kinds of ground, gravel 
or boulders. By watching the drillings aa 
they run oil an accurate idea can be obtained 
of the character of ihe ground being passed 
through, and any gold which the different 
strata may contain can bo determined. 

" It does not need any experience as a 
miner to bo able to appreciate the vast 
difference in the cost of such a 
mothod of prospecting as compared with 
the old process ot sinking a shaft. 

" We took one of these machines up to 
the claims last spring, arriving on the creek 
in June. Determined to make a thorough 
test of the ground a series ot borings were 
commenced from a bench and extended out 
toward the present channel of the creek 
The firat of these borings located bedrock at 
a depth of 41 feot. One hundred feet fur- 
ther on a second sinking showed 43 feet. 
Not finding sufficient increase in depth, the 
next hole waa sunk '2U0 feet further on and 
got -15 feet in depth. The next sounding, 
1250 feet from the lirst, let our drill sink to 
245 feet before bedrock was readied. This 
was a sufficient demonstration that we had 
begun on the bench or rim of the channel 
and had then dropped down to tho bed. 

"Mr. W. H. Fife, the president of the 
company, paid a Wait to the property und 
after inspection of tho borings thought the 
prospects sufficiently good to order the sink- 
ing of a working shaft. At a depth of '.12 
feot the usual surface water became so 
troublesome that it was thought best to 
arrange for its drainage. As a fine firm 
blauket of clay covers the pay dirt at the 
bottom of the channel, it was concluded that 
the best method would be by means of a 
drain. Tho ground was laid out and 900 
feet of an open cut run, which has been se- 
curely timbered. Drifting waa then begun 
and about 100 feot have been run; about 900 
feet more will bo required to complete the 
drain after which the sinking of the shaft 
will be resumed. The completion of thi3 
drain, will bo a great addition to the value 
•of tho property, fully justifying the out- 
lay. During the season past our pay 
roll hns been from $750 to f 1 ,000 per month, 
and $12,000 has been expended. ]5ut for 
this money more work has been done than 
over before in the same length of time in 
Cariboo. In six months four shafts, which 
usually would have taken years to finish, 
have been put down and the exact charac- 
ter of the ground determined at a \ery 
small coat. 

" When tho company was first formed the 
shares wero issued in series, the first of 
which was disposed of for 25 cents per share. 
The second aeries of shares are now in strong 
demand at 50 ccnta per share and present in- 



dications point to a further raiao to 75 cents 
per aharo in the near future. I am over here 
at present to place some of tho atock in Vic- 
toria, where already a considerable amount 
has been taken up. 

'I am in hopes that the people of this vicinity 

11 realize the desirability of keeping thia 
property aa far as possible on thia side, for 
Victoria should bo tho headquarters for 
British Columbia mining operations. At 
the same time they will have to ho lively, 
for already American capital ia coming in 
and securing tho choico locationa. 

"Thero ia now under consideration an 
oiler to take over tho remaining atock in tho 
treaaury and sink the shaft down to bed 
rock. I will return to Tacoma ou Saturday, 
and wo will thou go up to take a look at tho 
ground. As there ia sufficient atock remain- 
ing to complete the development work, I 
think it would be better for tho company to 
carry ou the work and let whatever profile 
may accrue go to the shareholders, but it re- 
mains to bo seen what will be done. 

"Tho country generally in and around 
Cariboo ia looking well, and with tho influx 
of capital to work up the deeper claims it 
iB not aaying too much to predict something 
like a return to tho old times, when Wil- 
liams creek, Lightning creek and Antler 
creek wero producing thousands of ounces 
of gold weekly. Those who should know 
uro very sanguine regarding tho outcome of 
the season just ahead, and preparations are 
being made for very extensive work on all 
sideB."

able to faca a contingency of that kind. 
Tli^y inserted iu the bill limitations on tho 
vuuug power of tho Irish members to ex^ 
elude them first, from voting ou a bill or 
motion expressly confined to Great Britain ; 
second, from voting on a tax not levied 
upon Ireland ; third, from voting on a 
vote or appropriation of money otherwise 
than for the Imperial service, and fourth, 
from voting on any motion or resolution ex- 
clusively affecting Great Britain. The 
whole subject ia full of thorns and brambles, 
but our object ia tho autonomy and self gov- 
ernment of Ireland in all matters properly 
Irish. The Irish people certainly did not 
raise the difficulty to which I have juat 
alluded — the retention of Irish members in 
tho House. Tliia is a secondary matter in 
their eyes and ought not to interfere with 
tho principal aim. In faco of the feeling 
that a shade of uncertainty still bangs over 
the questiou of retention of the Irish mem- 
bers we have affixed to the paragraph con- 
cerning this question tho words : "Except- 
ing and until Parliament shall de- 
termine the coming financial legislation." I 
wish to supply tho key note 
to the financial part of tho legislation. That 
keynote ia to be found iu the provision in- 
cluded in our plana from the first, and wise- 
ly and generously acceded to by Irelud 
through her representatives, that thero is to 
be one system of legislation for all the king- 
doms. As far ua external things are con- 
cerned, that will bo found to entail very 
important consequences. It has guided lis 
to tho conclusion at which wo have arrived, 
of unity of the commercial legislation for 
tho three kingdoms, This includes customs 
and exciso duties, post offices and tele- 
graphs. By the adoption of this keynote, 
we can attuin to the most valuable results, 
and will ho likely to avoid the clashing and 
friction ef agents of the Imperial and agents 
of tho Irish Government. We make, under 
oovor of this proposal a larger and 
moro liberal transfer to Ireland in tho 
management of her own affairs than we 
could inako if wo proceeded ou any other 
principle. We hopo to escape in this way 
all collection in tho interior of Ireland of 
any revenue whatever by Imperial author- 
ity. Tho principle to which wo ate bound 
to give effect ia : "Ireland bus to bear a fair 
share of Imperial expenditure.'' The word 
"Imperial is defined in the schedule which 
gives tho list of Imperial burdens. Tho lirst 
mode is the lump sum payment adopted iu 
1SSG ; this method, we thought, should dis- 
appear naturally from tho new bill, for, 
through tho retention of Irish representa- 
tion here, Irish members will 

VOTE THE IMPERIAL EXPENDITURE, 
Consequently it would seem strange under 
these circumstances to revert to the method 
of a lump Bum. Another method ia what may 
simply bo described as the method of a 
quota. That ia to say, that Ireland shall 
pay six percent., or five per cent., or four 
per cent., or what you please of the Imper- 
ial expenditures, which shall be taken out 
of tho common fund, and she will be debited 
to that extent, and will have to pay it, over 
from her account to ours. It you fix the 
quota, and the quota is absolutely elastic, 
should the Imperial expenditure swell the 
principal, tho quota would btill secure the 
relative share to be contributed by Ireland. 
But there ia a third method which wo might 
adopt, that of deducting from tho Irish rev- 
enues the amount due England. Here is 
one of the revenues to which the greatest 
difficulty adheres. When explaining the 
subject in 1SSG I pointed out that 
thero was a largo revenue locally 
received in Ireland, but it really belonged 
to Great Britain. The principal of tho 
revenue was within the Exciso department. 
With the advantage of the consideration 
which the Inland Revenue department has 
had since the former plan was produced, we 
get rid of the difficulty altogether, as far as 
the Inland Revenue ia concerned. We pro- 
vido that revenue levied in Ireland shall be 
revenue really belonging to Ireland. That 
is, rovenuo from goods consumed in Ireland. 
It is not so with tho Customs, there ia a 
large debt from Ireland to this country. It 
is not go largo as is involved in tho ease of 
Excise, but still it comes up to several hun- 
dred thousands. If we adopted the method 
of quota we should expose Irish finance to 
largo and inconvenient shocks from 
tho changes introduced in the Eng- 
lish budgets. Imperial reasons, also, 
would, perhaps make it neces- 
sary to do what wo are, I think, very un- 
willing to do, namely, to give Imperial 
officers a meddling and intervening power 
in relation to Irish affairs, The third plan 
is to appropriate a particular fund. Say 
this fund shall bo taken up by us and shall 
stand in acquittal of all the obligations of 
Ireland for Imperial services. This fund 
will sweep away all the difficulty of calcula- 
tion and intervention which might belong 
to the quota method. Then we hnvo the 
fund practically in eur hands in the man- 
agement of tho customs revenues of Ire- 
land, which must, be British. Consequenty, 
we shall be receivers of a fund which will 
never go near the Irish exchequer, if it be 
deemed a fair and convenient arrangement. 
There can bo no question of handing it 
backwards and forwards. We should keep 
it and 

HITS IRELAND A RHCKIPT IN FULL, 
instead of coming upon her for heavy pay- 
ments from year to year. Next, tho Cus- 
toms revenue would be very nearly the right 
amount. I do not know what the House 
might consider the right amount. Judg- 
ments might fluctuate ; some might any -t 
per cent., aonie 5 per cent., some a little 
moro than o per cent.; bub tho amount is 
£2,430,000 yearly gross, £00,000 allowed for 
collection, £2,370,000 net. With the Im- 
perial expenditure at £89,000,000, i'li,.'i70,- 
000 is a sum that drops between a charge of 
■I per cent, and a charge of 5 per cent. The 
Irish members will observe that by that 
means everything of a practical nature we 
will hand over to them, though the rates of 
exciso and the postal and telegraph rates 
will ho a fixed amount. Theauthority and tho 
whole control over them will bo absolutely 
in tho bands of Irish officers. Tho fund 
plan falls Bhort of the exactitude of the 
quota, plan, the latter mei ts every exigency 
of peace and war; but this plan is not, quite 
so exact. Questions may arise such as "Arc 
we assured we shall obtain from Ireland a 
fair share of assistance in a great Imperial 
emergency '! " I myself am bound to say 
that I think there is very little to fear from 
trusting to the patriotism and liberality of 



the Irish Legislature. Stinginess was never 
a vice of the Irish people, and if wo look 
forward very much, I am afraid her suffer- 
foe i\ill lean to generous extravagances 
rathei than meauneM. When W9 come to a 
Btato of war, wo have to look to three 
sources— Customs, Exciso and Income Tax. 
With regard to tho cuBtoms, wo pro 
pose to leavo thorn in our own bauds, 
ao that there can bo no difficulty iu adopt- 
ing other contributions ao far «a customs are 
concerned. With regard to excise we have 
in view a proposition to retain considerable 
control in our hands, which, with consider- 
able power, will enable Great Britain to 
make sure of having aid from Ireland if she 
thinks s-uch a provision necessary. The 
Irish balance Bhoet.s stands thus. On the 
credit eido it would appear that tho excise 
revenue is £3,220,000, while the taxation 
which goes over stamps, income tax, excise 
license, is £1,495,000 j postal revenue, 
£740,000 ; crown lands, £05,000 ; miscella- 
neous, £140,000. Making a total of £5,000,. 
000. Ou the other aide Ireluud takea over 
the whole of 

THE C VH, CHARGES 
with tho exception of tho constabulary 
charges of £3, 110,000, inland revenues 
£100,000, and postal services £700,000. 
Wo propose that Ireland shall take part of 
tho constabulary charges, amounting to 
£1,000,000. This would bring tho Irish 
charges to £5,100,000. We propose that 
she shall receive against that the items _\vo 
have put to her credit, amounting to £5,- 
660,000. Thus she will have a clear surplus 
ot £500,000 with which to start on her mis- 
sion. I will now release tho House from 
tho painful consideration of tho dctaila 
which it has pursued with unexampled 
patience. I have tried to convey the funda- 
mental conception and spirit of tho scheme. 
I submit that the plan may bo imperfect, 
but I hopo it will rcceivo impartial con- 
sideration. Although thero may be 
friendly and unfriendly criticism, I 
hopo I shall not give offence when 
I express my deep conviction that a 
plan closely resembling this, if not the pre- 
sent proposal, of an identical legislative 
chamber for Ireland, may shortly become a 
law. There is one risk, and that is, if the 
controversy is unduly and unwarrantably 
prolonged, tho demand for self-government 
in Irish affairs may hoeoino a demand for 
the repeal of the Union and the re-establish- 
mcnt of dual supremacy in these islands. I 
hopo that the ship of state will bo ateered 
from that rock. I would ask you to con- 
trast the present condition of the Irish peo- 
ple with what it was at tho time of Swift, 
when the then Irish ascendancy Parliament 
begged to be admitted to the British Parlia- 
ment and was refused, or with what it was 
in the beginning of tho century immediate- 
ly after the Union, when Irish 
voters were trooped to tho polls 
for tho simple purposo of recording their 
votes in order to return landlords to Parlia- 
ment, We have concluded that we have 
before us a different atato of thinga. Iro- 
iand has ou her side the memory of vast vic- 
tories, earned by tho sweat of labor, but 
really earned and recorded on her behalf; 
Ireland has mighty sympathies, she requires 
this larger and stronger island. She has ob- 
tained the suffrage of Scotland and tho suf- 
frage of Wales, and in the short space of 
Seven years she has changed a majority of 
more t han L'OO against her in England to 
one-third that number. She was 

v-tiTZI; , stinted in the franchise 

and means of representation. , Now alio 
possesses a most extended franchise with 
the most perfect protection. Her remaining 
objects she has not yet attained to ; but alio 
looks forward to tho attainment of them 
with more means in her hands. Ono 
other source of strength, Mio Iiub the moder- 
ation of her demands, (Hear, hear.) She 
has ever since 1SSG, if not before, but un- 
equivocally and nationally sinco, abandoned 
the whole argument, that, perhaps, sho was 
entitled to make on the subject of the act of 
union. Sho bus asked you to Bavo for your- 
selves every Imperial power. Sho has con- 
sented to accept tho House of Commons 
and the universal Buppremacy of the Em- 
pire. In return she has asked you only, 
that she have the management of her own 
affairs, which reason and justice, combined 
with tho voice of her people, I hope will 
soon move thia nation to say ohall 
soon be awarded her. If this ia to 
be the end of tho matter, I think 
dispassionate men would say tho sooner 
ended the better. The sooner we stamp 
the seal which will ellaco all former ani- 
mosities and open the era of peace and 
goodwill— the sooner done the better. 
These are matters, however, which human 
vision is hard to penetrate. But I must, of 
my own part, say that I never will, and 
never can he a party to bequeathing to my 
country the continuance of this heritage of 
discord, which has been handed down from 
generation to generation with hardly a 
momentary interruption, through seven cen- 
turies, with all the evils that follow in its 
train. I wish no part nor parcel iu that 
process. It would bo misery for me, if I 
had foregone or omitted in these closing 
years of my life any measure, it was 
possible for me to take towarda 
upholding and promoting the cause, 
which I believe to be the cause 
not of one party or one nation, but of all 
parties and all nations. To theso nations, 
viewing them aa I do, with their past op- 
poitunities under a a living union for power 
and happiness ; to these nations I Bay : Let 
me entreat you, if it were my last breath I 
would so entreat you, let tho dead bury 
their dead ! and cast behind you forever re- 
collections of bygone evils. Cherish love 
and sustain one another through all the 
vicissitudes of human affuirs in the times 
that are lo come. (Prolonged Liberal 
cheers. ) 

When the cheering had died out. Sir 
Edward Clarke, who had been Attorney- 
General in the Salisbury administration, 
congratulated Mr. Gladstone on tho mag- 
uificent physical ell'ort which he had just 
made, and then proceeded to enlarge on tho 
proposals of the bill. 

Thomas Sexton, anti-Parnellite, was 
loudly cheered on rising. Ho referred to 
tho case of Canada, which he maintained 
was disloyal almost to rebellion before it 
was established a home rule colony. Canada, 
he insisted, would lmvo been lost to Eng- 
land long ago if she had been refused home 
rule. Mr. Sexton paid a glowing tribute to 
Mr. Gladstone for his steadfastness in tho 
cause of Home Rule, and to tho intellectual 
power ho had shown in laying the bill be-

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fore the House. Ho declared that its pro- 
visions are OB the ""hole better than those of 
tho bill of lSSli. He agreed with the pro- 
posal that tho Executive Bhould have 
DQwer from its inception to establish a new 
polka forte, after which tho Irish 
constabulary was to be withdrawn 
from areas in which tho new police 
were placed. Mr. Sexton said he 
did not object to the Upper Chamber 
being considered us a safeguard to the 
minority. The financial proposals were loss 
just to Ireluud than those of tho bill of 
lboG, Hia party was not disposed to make 
liny trouble, considering the retention of 
Irish members, but it was possible that 
when Homo Rule had hecu established their 
voices would bo silent in the House, unless 
tho other members troubled them. If tho 
Imperial Parliament should display any 
tendency to capricious and vexatious use of 
the veto, or to interfere in the sphere de- 
lined by itself for the Irish parliament, ho 
thought it would bo found that Ireland's 
unique position would stand the Irish mem- 
bers in good stead. (Conservative cheers.) 

Mr. Gludstono, in answer to Sir Edward 
Clarke, said the land question was reserved 
to the Imperial Parliament for three years. 

Members then trooped out into the lob- 
bies, where the speech was informally dis- 
cussed with great animation. Tho Glad- 
stoniiin Liberals wero disposed to regard it 
as a conciliatory, well balanced and peaeo 
making measure, and seemed to bo hopeful 
as to tin second reading, Tho anti-Par- 
r.ellite members wero guarded in their utter- 
ances in favor of the bill as a whole, but 
were well pleased with tho financial ar- 
rangements concerning which there had 
been Borne apprehension. As to tho veto, 
for tho present tho anti-Purnellites would 
not aay more than that they would keep an 
open mind in regard to it. All the Con- 
servatives would say for tho new bill was 
that it was more sagacious and better than 
that of 18SG. The Liberal-Unionists would 
not make even this favorable admission, and 
were declaring everywhere, us they have 
been doing for weeks past, while the 
provisions of the bill were unknown, that 
it must inevitably meet the fate of its pre- 
decessors. That ia that it would never 
reach the Comtnittco stage in tho House of 
Com 111011 s. 

Meantime, in the House Col. Saunderson, 
Conservative of North Armagh, was speak- 
ing vehemently against any and every plan 
of Home Rule. The Ulster Royalists, he 
said, would oiler to the last tho 
bitterest opposition to any Homo Rule 
scheme. Without uttering a distinct threat, 
he would say merely that unless the whole 
country was blind it could not ignore the 
demonstration of tho Ulster Unionists last 
summer. 

On motion of Col. Sanderson, the debate 
was adjourned. Mr. Sexton's speech em- 
bodied the results of a hasty deliberation of 
t'ne Irish party under the presidency of 
Justin McCarthy. The Advanced Radicals, 
led by Henry Labouohere and Sir Charles 
Dilke will oppose tho creation of a second 
chamber. The Moderate Liberals also have 
some misgivings in regard to complications 
likely to ariso from threefold elections in 
Ireland. The text of tho bill probably will 
not appear until the end of tho week. 

Among other distinguished auditors in 
the House wero the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of York and the Duke of Took, who, 
seated above the clerk, listened intently to 
tho speech. Ou tho table lay tho Premier's 
familiar lozenije pot, an item of all bis 
speeches. The presence of a lamp 
to aid hia failing sight added 
pathos to tho ocene. Mr. Glad- 
tono started off in a slow, measured voice, 
his evident intention being to husband his 
resources ; but hia voice, though fine at the 
start, weakened manifestly during the pre- 
liminary sentences. Many eloquent pas- 
sages wero wasted on tho audience, ow- 
ing to impatient curiosity to hear 
the details of the scheme. Indeed, tho in- 
troduction Buffered from prolixity, hence, 
by the tinio the speaker arrived at the pro- 
visions of the bill his voice bud lowered con- 
siderably, and the financial statements were 
almost inaudible beyond the table. He re- 
covered hia voico somewhat, however, dur- 
ing the peroration, which was remarkably 
line and impressive. At the conclusion of 
his speech Mr. Gladstone was overwhelmed 
with congratulations. He took tea in the 
House of Commons and, after resting an 
hour, drove home in high spirits. He dined 
with his family and maintained hia vivacious 
mood during the entire evening. 

The Times says: "Those whom Glad- 
stone failed to convince in 1SSG will not be 
converted now by a less powerful and less 
persuasive appeal. The exclusion of the 
Irish members from Westminster, the very 
tirst item of Mr. Gladstone's policy of 1886, 
has disappeared. The most indulgent will 
fail to discern the faintest sign of hnality in 
the scheme, and an omission of any re- 
ference to the land question until questioned 
on the subject indicates plainly how 
he. has ■ artilically restricted his view. 
The proposed upper council is an 
exceedingly doubtful protection for the 
minority, and the most fertile source of 
quarrel will bo tho financial proposals." 

The London Standard s.'ys : "The mca- 
euro is impracticable and impossible. If 
passed, it would never work. The details 
are open to stronger objection than those of 
the bill of 1SSG. Mr. Gladstone has merely 
substituted one futility for another and bus 
avoided difficulties bv leaving them un- 
touched. Why did he not define the Vice- 
roy's cabinet? Tho device of the re- 
tention of tho Irish members at 
Westminster is Btich a palpable absurdity 
that Mr. Gladstone himself could not at- 
tempt to treat it seriously. Tho speech, 
however, was a personal triumph, that 
might almost reconcile him to a second dis- 
appointment." 

The Daily News, in a leading article on 
the new Homo Rule bill and Mr. Glad- 
stone's speech, Bays : "Mr. Gladstone dis- 
played most splendid powers of eloquence 
and argument. It is utterly childish to call 
tho bill a separatist measure, The double 
chain her arrangement is infinitely better than 
tho proposal of RSSO. Tho retention of 
Irish members at Westminster is the most 
likely part of the bill to excite 
keen resistance. The proposal is not 
an ideal one. It would have been bet- 
ter to reduce tho Irish representation to 
one-half or even one-third, and to allow the 
Irishmembers to vote on every question." 

A despatch from Dublin quotes the Fre- 
man's Journal as follows : " Whilst open 
to improvement tho bill is altogether a good 
water tight measure." 

The Irish Times flays: "Seven years 
have failed to teach Mr. Gladstone respect 
either for the rights of tho Irish minority 
or for the facts of history. Ulster Bays 
simply that it will not have it." 

The Dublin Express flays: "It ia mostly 
a mere repetition of the former bill. Where 
it differs, it is more complex and impractic- 
able The suggested safeguards are moat 
illusory. " 

The Iriah Independent says : "No definite 
opinion can be expressed until the text of 
the bill is before the public, especially us 
Mr. Gladstone's method is usually involved. 
On the point of police and finance tho bill 
seems sueciully bud, and justifies Mr. Dar- 
nell's account of his interview with Mr. 
Gladstone."

The Province consists of that portion 
of the mainland at the extreme west end 
of the Dominion of Canada, extending 
from -19 degrees to CO degrees N. lati- 
tude, and from (ho Paeilic Ocean on tho 
west to the Rocky Mountains on the east; 
also Vancouver Island and Queen Char- 
lotto Islands, which was incorporated 
with British Columbia by Act of Parlia- 
ment in I80O. The Province entered tho 
Canadian Confederation and became part 
of the Dominion in 1871. 

British Columbia t has an ocean front- 
age 500 miles long on tho Pacific, abound- 
ing in harbors, sounds, navigable inlots 
and islands, and very valuable for com- 
mercial, fishing and lumbering purposes. 

Tho total shore lino of British Colum- 
bia, a3 computed by Alexander C. Ander- 
son, Inspector of Fisheries, and stated in 
his report for 1870, is 7,181 statute miles, 
including 1,72.'S for Vancouver Island, 
with its inlets and principal outlying 
islands, 68-1 for the islands of the Queen 
Charlotte group, and 4,704 for tho conti- 
nental shoro with its islands. In his list 
of measurements he mentions 51 islands 
(including Graham Island, 334 miles, and 
Moresby "island, 250 in circuit.) and 17 
inlet3, sounds and channels. This great 
proportionate length of shoro lino, with 
its numerous inlets and islands, is of im- 
nienso value to future commerce and 
fisheries. That portion of the Province 
south of latitude 55 degrees, valuable in 
the present or the near future, consists of 
three main topographical divisions. First 
of these is the insular, comprising Van- 
couver, with an area of 12,000 square 
miles, Graham with perhaps 1,500, 
Moresby with about 1,000, and many 
smaller ones. 

Tho second division is that portion of 
tho mainland west of the summit of tho 
Cascade Mountains. This, with the ex- 
ception of a strip twenty miles wide and 
sixty miles long, near tho mouth of 
Frasor river, consists of steep and rugged 
mountains, coming down abruptly from 
high elevations to the sea, and contains a 
vast area of line timber (red fir and yel- 
low cedar), which is one of tho main 
sources of the wealth of the Province, 

The Fast Cascade region, between tho 
summits of the Cascade and Pocky moun- 
tains, is mainly pastoral, though it in- 
cludes the Cariboo and other alluvial gold 
mines in tho basins of tho Frasor and 
Columbia rivers. Near the American lino 
tho annual rainfall in places does not ex- 
ceed 12 inches, and there aro wide, open 
stretches covered with oxcellout bunch 
grass. 

Tho climato of tho insular and tho 
WestCaacado division of British Columbia 
is very similar to that of Great Britain, 



in its winter and summer tomperaturos, 
as well as in rainfall, and is well adapted 
to tho health, comfort and continuous 
employment of its people.

The Government of tho Province con- 
sists of a Lieutenant-Governor and an 
Executive Council, together with a Legis- 
lative Assembly of thirty-three members, 
five of whom constitute tho Executive 
Council. 

Tho Government buildings and tho 
official residence of tho Lieut. -Governor 
aro in Victoria, which is tho capital of 
the Province, and is situatod at tho ex- 
tremo south of Vancouver Island. 

It is not too much to claim for British 
Columbia that it possesses a greater 
variety of, and more valuable natural re- 
sources than can be claimed by any other 
province of the Dominion of Canada. Tho 
evidences in proof of this assertion aro 
abundant and convincing. It should bo 
suflicicnt, however, to tho most skeptical 
that British Columbia, with a population 
of only 103,000 and with not a thou- 
sandth part of her resources developed 
or touched by tho hand of labor, returns 
the third largest revenue to the treasury 
of any province in tho Dominion. 

The resources of the Province aro so 
varied and numerous that it will bo neces- 
sary to speak of them under separate 
heads. The facts we will state have been, 
in a great measure, authenticated by Gov- 
ernment publications. Many of them 
wore given to the public in a pamphlet 
entitled, " British Columbia as a Field 
for Emigration," published by the Pro- 
vincial Government in 1891.

The most promising division of liritish 
Columbia is undoubtedly YY'est Kootenai. 
It has a most interesting history, and its 
progress in the past four years, and espe- 
cially in tho last 12 months, has been 
almost without parallol on this continent. 
Away back in tho sixties it was prospect- 
ed for gold placers, and a littlo dust was 
obtained from ono or two creeks, but not 
sufficient to justify the adventurers of 
those days to tarry there long. The great 
deposits of galena on the east bank of 
Kootenai lake wero Been by many of 
them, but it would not bo proper to say 
they wero discovered by them. Long 
years before they had been worked by 
officers of the Hudson Bay Company, the 
remains of whose primitive furnaces for 
reducing tho lead ore can yet bo seen. 

Tho first real start this section took 
had its origin in the discover}' of the 
Silver King mine on Toad mountain lato 
in the fall of '85, and the next spring 
saw a few prospectors straggling into the 
country, most of whom, however, left it 
again after a very short stay. Dr. Hon- 
diyx, a Wisconsin capitalist, had somo 
years before interested himself in the 
lead deposits on the east shore of the lake 
already referred to, and his faith in the 
future of the country has never wavered. 
The claims which ho located wore too low 
grade to give much encouragement to 
other miners, and the country would 
have relapsed onco more to tho tenantcy 
of tho few siwaslies which peopled it but 
for the astonishing richness of tho Silver 
King mine and other claims on Toad 
mountain and the discovery of tho Hot 
Springs camp at Ainsworth, nearly 
straight across the lake from the Blue 
Bell, Dr. Hendryx's lead mine. 

Before describing the different camps 
in YY'est Kootenai, it may bo well to give 
a description of Kootenai lake, round 
which they nearly all centre. The 
lake is nearly 100 miles in length and 
from threo to five miles wide. It lies in 
a valley of the Selkirk range, practically 
splitting it into two ranges in tho south- 
ern half of its courso. Tho olevation of 
tho lake ia 1,700 feet above soa level, and 
tho mountain crests bordering it vary 
from li,000 to 10,500 feet, the latter alti- 
tude being reached by only ono or two 
peaks. 

The Kootenai river, which has its 
origin, as previously mentioned, in the 
Rocky mountains in East Kootenai, 
flows into American territory and back 
again into YY'est Kootenai. Bonner's 
Ferry, on tho Great Northern railroad, is 
the head of navigation, aud it is about 
100 miles from there to tho north olid of 
tho lake, where it receives the Lardeau 
and Duncan rivers. Sixty miles north 
from Bonner's Ferry down tho Kootenai 
river tho international boundary lino is 
crossed, and nino miles below that is 
Goat river and its tributary, Dunk creek, 
on both of which aro promising mining 
camps, only a few miles from tho Bouth 
ond of the lako proper. Thirty-eight 
niilos from tho south end of the lake, on 
tho east shoro, is Pilot bay, where a 
smelter and largo lumbering plant aro 
located. Nino miles above, on tho samo 
shore, is the Bluo Bell mine. Beyond 
that, to tho north cud, the eastern shore 
is only slightly prospected. Returning 
south along the west shore, Schroedor 
crook and then Kaslo creek aro found, 
both giving access, like tho Lardoau, to 
sections whero wonderful discovorios 



have boon mado in tho past suiumor. 
South of Kaslo, 10 milos, is Ainsworth, 
or Hot Springs, and nino miles further 
south wo reach tho west arm, nearly 
opposite Pilot bay, extending 20 miles 
down to Nelson, whonco it flows to join 
the Columbia rivor at Robson, over falls 
and rapids innuniorablo, rendering it im- 
possible of navigation. This complutes 
tho circle of tho lako, unless wo continue 
on to tho south ond, instead of turning 
down the otitlot, in which case wo will 
pass the Lakeviow camp on the way buck 
to Goat rivor and Bonner's Ferry. 



THE KASLO-KOOTENAif LAND CO. 

Tho Kaslo-Kootonay Land Company 
was incorporated in October, 1801, with 
a capital of £100,000. The company was 
organized for the purpose of laying out 
and improving tho town of Kaalo, on 
Kootenay Like, in tho heart of tho rich 
mining regions of YY r est Kootenay, 
British Columbia. Lako Kootenay is 
108 miles long, from two to thrco miles 
wide, and is navigable for steamboats its 
ontiro length. YVaggon roads have been 
mado from Kaalo back to a number of 
tho mines, and tho town of Kaalo is fast 
becoming a place of importance. It is 
said that in March, 1802, but ono home 
had been built upon tho town plot. Now 
thero aro two hundred. Up to tho pre- 
sent time, it ia aaid, more money has 
boon expended in improvement by the 
company than has been taken in for lots. 
Should "the placo becomo tho "New 
Denver " — many of its friends beliovo it 
will — this expenditure will havo been 
wisely made. In another column tho 
reader may see a very fair and conserva- 
tive statoment of the present condition of 
tho YY'est Kootenay country and especially 
of that part of it of which the town of 
Kaslo is practically the centre.

KiSLO'S WONDERFUL MINES. 

Discoveries Only a Vear Old Selling; for Fab- 
ulous Prices. 

(Spokane Review.) 

Tho miners of the Kootenai had just 
about settled down to tho development of 
the Iminos of Toad mountain aud tho 
Warm Springs camp when they were 
startled into activity a little ovor a year 
ago by rumors of fabulously rich discov- 
eries on Kaslo creek. The rumors woro 
at first received with incredulity, but as 
ono prospector after another returned 
with samples of ore which they asserted 
wero from big ledges, and their samples 
almost invariably ran away over 100 
ounces of silver when assayed, every man 
in tho country was soon wildly uxcitcd, 
and tho camps became almost tenantless, 
while their usual denizens thronged into 
the hills back of Kaslo. Winter was just 
coming on, but, nothing daunted, they 
struck out into the wilderness, and by the 
time the snow had gotten too deep to per- 
mit further prospecting, hundreds of 
claims had been located. Tho news of 
those discoveries spread rapidly to tho 
outside camps. Tho stories, however, 
seemed too marvellous tobotruo. Thoro 
are always some adventurous spirits, how- 
ever, who are ready to investigate any 
now discovery, and such us hastened 
thoro early in tho spring returned only to 
confirm tho stories of tho discoverers. 
By midsummer tho belief was general 
that the now camp wasre.illya marvellous 
surface showing, and now such confidence 
is manifested in its future that conserva- 
tive minors from tho Cceur d'Alene and 
other established camps havo been falling 
over one anothor in their efforts to secure 
the pick of the claims. Bonds mid Bales 
havo been effected at figures that demon- 
strate their faith, and §10,000 and oven 
as hi"h as §75,000 has been paid for pro- 
perties that a year ago were undiscovered. 

In tho meantime the enterprising town- 
site owners, business men and minors 
have constructed a first-class wagon road 
up tho Kaslo valley. This road passes 
within a short distance of all tho import- 
ant discoveries and its construction this 
fidl has rendered possible tho continuance 
of work all winter, Branch roads are 
being constructed by tho mine-owners 
themselves to tho properties, and by next 
summer tho trackless wilderness will bo 
transformed into a country easy of acceis 
and egress. 

THE SOUTH FOltli. 

Tho nearest group of mines to Kaslo 
City is situatod on tho south fork of Kaslo 



croek, about seven miles from town. It 
is known as tho Montezuma group, A 
portion of this group has been bonded for 
8-10,000 to Spokane capitalists and active 
development work is now being pushed 
on the properties. Tho principal claim 
shows a vein eight foot wide of nearly 
solid ore, assaying vory high in lead and 
from GO to 136 ounces in silver, It is 
only four miles from tho main 
wagon road, and its proximity to tho 
shipping point and its accessibility makes 
it highly valuable. 

jaudike's camp. 

On tho north fork of Kaslo croek, on 
tho divide between Kaslo and Schroedor 
creekB, about live miles above Kaslo, an- 
other promising camp was discovered 
shortly after tho Montezuma. The minos 
extend for somo distanco up and down 
both creoks, though ho far the best appear 
to bo on the Kaslo side, While this camp 
has not excited as much comment during 
the past summer as some of itsneighbor3, 
considerable progress has been made in 
ilovolopinent and those interested are con- 
fident it will prove second as a producer 
to none of tho others. Colorado capital- 
ists havo Ukon hold of several of the best 
properties and as tho camp is now easy of 
access its progress next year will probably 
bo very marked , 

drknhan's camp. 

This camp has developed somo of tho 
bonanzas which havo created so much sur- 
prise to mining men who visited the dis- 
trict in tho past summer. Tho earlier 
discoveries were all of galena, but during 
tho past summer somo amazingly rich 
ledges of gray copper oro wero found. 
Sales havo been quite numerous. Hero 
loo, both Spokane and Colorado capital 
has taken hold of the choicest properties. 
A branch of the main wagon road is being 
built to take the placo of the primitive 
pack trail which was used last summer. 
Somo small test shipments of oro have 
been made from this camp, and the re- 
turns havo been of so gratifying a nature 
that nono of tho claims at all developed 
can bo purchased except at high figures. 

BONANZAS ALL HOUND. 

On tho loft the creeks all tako their 
rise in tho range dividing the Slocan and 
Kaslo basins and that divide is just grid- 
ironed with ledges of high grade galena 
and carbonates. Up and down every 
creek immense oro bodies havo boon 
opened up in tho past year. On tho right 
tho oro appears to be generally high 
grado galena, carrying grey copper and 
alphurets, and white quartz carrying grey 
copper.

assays, and returns of 400 ounces in silver 
being thought nothing of. All around 
for many miles tho formation appears to 
be seamed with ledgea of high grado oro. 
Already several mines have attained the 
depth of from 75 to 150 feet, and at this 
depth there is enough oro in sight to pay 
for each of them, Tho first important 
claim up Kaslo creek on the right after 
passing the trail to Brennan's camp is the 
White-water. This claim shuws a ledgo 
10 to 12 feet wide containing carbonates 
and galena. Shipments made last fall to 
tho Great Fulls smelter yielded over 200 
ounces in silver to the ton. About ;\ 
mile from this is tho Wellington Mine. 
This shows about 1(5 inches of very high 
grade carbonates and galena carrying sul- 
phurets. A depth of over 100 feet has 
been attained on this claim, and on the 
dump is a largo amount of high grado 
shipping oro. On tho divide between 
Bear Lake and tho north fork of Carpen- 
ter Creek, about ono and a half miles 
north of Bear Lako are several claims 
showing lodges of white quartz carrying 
grey copper. Tho best dovolopo of 
them is the Silver Glance, which has a 
nico ore dump containing .00 or CO tons of 
oro. Somo of this has been assorted, and 
will run over 800 minces to the ton. 

On tho left bank goingup aro severalini- 
portant tributaries above tho south fork. 
On Spring Creek tho best developed aro 
tho Carbonate and the Fourth of July. 
Tho first named shows a well defined 
lodge of carbonate and galena oro assay- 
ing fiom 350 to -100 ounces. Tho other is 
on tho opposite sido of Spring Creek and 
shows a ledgo from 8 to 12 feet wide, con. 
taming high grade galena and grey copper 
assaying from 153 to 010 ounces. 

On the next crook above on the samo 
bank, called Jackson Creek, is ono of tho 
largest ledges in tho country. It is all of 
20 feet wido, containing galena and car- 
bonates, and has been bonded to Seattle 
capitalists for 810, 000. There i3 a largo 
number of lino claims on both of the last 
named creeks owned by Spokane parties. 
Work will bo pushed on all of them in 
tho spring. 



THE SLOCAN BASIN. 

Tlio Most Marvelous Surface Showlnir Ever 
.Seen. 

Tho centre of interest in the Kootenai 
country during tho past summer, as well 
as the scene of tho greatest, activity in 
mining circles, was the Slocan basin. 
This marvelous region, which was dis- 
covered in October, 18DI, after tho ex- 
citement of the successive linds on Kaslo 
creek, has been visited of late by hun- 
dreds of mining men and experts. On 
all hands it is boliuvcd to havo a future 
before it rarely if ever before equaled in 
the annals of mining on this continent. 
Tho area of tho mineralized zono on this 
slope is roughly estimated as being from 
10 to 12 miles square. In this area tho 
country rock is slate or slialo of a black- 
ish color, traversed by dykes of por- 
phyry, and its limits aro clearly marked 
by the country granite, which cut ib off 
on all sides except tho cast, whoro it ox- 
tends across tho range throughout what 
has been described as tho Kaslo country, 
back of which tho granito conies in, 
making tho circlo completo. 



Throughout this area tho ledgoa of 
high-grade galena aro numerous. Thoy 
are almost all definitely known to bo 
fissure veina. They all run in one un- 
varying direction, northwest and south- 
east, while the Jay of tho slato is north- 
west southeast. The country rocks dip 
to tho east at an anglo, while tho mineral 
ledges dip just tho opposite way. The 
ores embraco half a dozen different var- 
ieties of galena and all aro high grado. 
Hardly anything has been found running 
under 100 ounces in silver and GO per 
cent, lead, and from that the returns 
wore away up in tho thousands, depend- 
ing or. the proportion of groy copper 
nativo, ruby or antimonial silver present 
in tho ere, 

Last spring absolutely not a dollar's 
■worth of assessment work had been dono 
in tho camp, and now many of the prop- 
erties aro down 100 feet or more. Largo 
shipments havo been made and aro being 
made daily of oro running in largo lots of 
several tons from 125 ounces in silver up. 
Last spring not n trail had been blazed, 
oven through the thick timhor j now 
wagon roads traverse tho main valley and 
good pack trails havo been cut outto a 
dozen different groups of mines. Now 
there aro upwaidsof 100 promising claims 
being developed. 

Tho belt in which all thcBO wondors 
havo been achieved is tho valley of Car- 
penter creek and its tributaries and a 
portion of the Four-Milo croek baain, 
which adjoins it on tho south. Carpontor 
creek enters Slocan Lako about eight 
miles from its northern extremity. About 
five miles up tho creek forks. Here is 
located a rich gray copper prospect, called 
the Gray Eaglo, showing from six to eight 
inches of very high grado oro between 
granito walla, tho only discovory so far 
made in that formation. Between hero 
and the lake, on tho southern bank, some 
Beven or eight fine prospects havo boon 
located on the divide between Carpenter 
croek and Four-Milo creek, nearly all of 
which are bonded or owned by Spokane 
capitalists. On several of them work is 
being pushed all winter, and in the spring, 
when the snow goes off, two of thorn, at 
least, will havo a depth of ovor 100 foot 
shown upon tho ledge. 

At tho forks already referred to, Car- 
pontor creek divides into threo. Tho 
north fork is but littlo prospectod yet, 
but numerous small ledges of gray copper 
ore havo been located. As littlo interest 
has yet been shown in this section, how- 
ever, and no trail has yet been built, 
little is known of it except at its head, 
back of Boar Lako, which has already 
been mentioned under the caption of t-hn 
Kaslo mm 03, 

ON SEATON CREEK. 

The middle fork is called Beaton croek, 
and on tho divide between it and the 
north fork, generally called Carpenter 
creek, some of the best mines in tho dis- 
trict havo been found. Tho dividing 
ridgo is called Payne mountain, and is 
itself a shoulder of Noble Five hill. On 
it aro located tho Payne group, Washing- 
ton, Slocan Boy, Freemont, Lucky Jim 
and dozens of others. 

Tho Payne group consists of four con- 
tinuous claims on ono ledge. They show 
a clean out fissure vein from 10 to 20 
inches in width of solid galena. This 
ledgo has been opened up at intervals 
throughout the four claims, and a depth 
has been attained of considerably ovor 
100 feet. Tho oro assays considerably 
over 100 ounces on tho average The 
Washington is considered by many to bo 
the best claim in the camp. It shows on 
the surface a ledge from 8 to 20 feet wido, 
carrying galena and carbonate. A. tunnel 
has been run in on the ledgo 100 feet, 
which shows a solid body of three feet of 
galena, besides somo carbonates, all tho 
way. This oro will avorago 140 ounces. 
Just above it is tho Slocan Boy, with 
threo parallel ledges, ono of which is of 
still higher grade oro. A working shaft 
ia now being sunk on this property 100 
feet, and work will bo continued on all 
these claims throughout the winter. The 
Freemont appears to bo an extension of 
the Slocan Boy down tho mountain on 
one side, and tho Snowstorm on the oppo- 
site side also shows up the samo ledges. 
Tho Lucky Jim is aonio distance from 
there, and its product, too, runs vory 
high, and tho bond of §10,000 on it; 
given last fall, has been taken up. 

ON t'AItl'PNTKK CHEEK. 

Returning to tho forks of tho crook 
and again resuming our journey up Car- 
penter creek, we come in four miles to 
London creek, passing on tho way tho 
Wonderful and several other ledges of 
high grade galena. About half a mile up 
London creek, is the Slocan Star, one of 
the biggest niinos in tho camp. On tho 
way to the mine wo pass a boulder of 
float measuring 125 tons, or in othor 
words, forminga cubomeasuring nearly 10 
feet every way, which recently sold on the 
ground for 1:5,000 in cash. Tho Slocan 
Star shows an immense wide ledgo with 
a strong iron cropping. Several thou- 
sand dollars' worth of work has been 
done on it and a depth of over 100 feet 
attained, showing a continuous vein of 
oro five feet in width of solid, clean, 
high grado galena running from 125 
ounces in silver upward. 

NOBLE FIVE HILL. 

About a mile above London croek 
Noble Five creek comes in and it is in this 
gulch that the most surprising array of 
bonanzas is to bo found. About ;j,O0O 
feet up the mountain side, which moun- 
tain, it must be understood, is called 
Noble Fivo hill, and forms tho divide 
between Carpenter and Kaslo creeks, is a. 
series of mines which would bo a wondor 
in any camp. First on tho west comes 
the Bonanza King group of live claims on 
one ledgo, hold at tho prico of §500,000. 
Theso show a wido lodgo carrying very 
high-grade galena, chlorido and carbon- 
ates. Next on tho eaat u tho Duudmau 
group, very promising in aspect, Nexfc. 



conns tlio R ; co, now being worked by its 
new owners, Patsy Clark and others of 
the Occur d'Alenes, and purchased by 
thorn n month or two ago for §75,000, 
when only assessment work had been 
dono on it. It shows a ledgo 11 feet 
wide, with live or six foot of solid galena, 
assaying from 140 ounces upwards. Next 
to it is the Bluebird, owned by Burke 
and Garrison, both well known in the 
Cceurd'AJene country. This was pur- 
-chased lust summer for $20,000, and is 
now valued at livo times that amount. 
It shows from three to four fcot of solid 
galena running considerably over 100 
ounces. On all of theso claims work will 
bo continued all winter. 

Down tlio gulch from there aro a dozen 
promising bonanzas, such as tho Mudiaon 
and Chambers group. A little higher up 
and acrosss Carpenter Creek on Cody 
Creek, is tho Freddie Leo Mi no, owned 
by James F. Warduor and others, pur- 
chased early last spring for $15,000, and 
one of tlio first in the country to be 
opened up. It has already shipped 
several hundred tons of oro. running over 
125 ounces, and is now opened up so that 
it can produce easily 20 to 25 tons a day. 
Tho ledge is over four feet wide, and is 
opened at intervals through three claims. 
Right up at the source, almost at Car- 
penter Crock, where tho granite cuts off 
the slate on the south, Mr. Ruccon, late 
last fall, made some startling discoveries 
of gelena and carbonates of exceedingly 
high grade. No work has yet been dpne 
on them, but one lodge is reported to 
show over 18 inches of clear gelontv

It vas known to all tho mer- 
chants of British Columbia that tho mar- 
kets demanded heavy importations oi 
vinegar, sauces, ketchups, otc.', but no oao 
had before thought it even possible thai a. 
factory for the production of these goods 
could be made profitable here. It remained 
with Mr. Falconer, a comparatively young 
man and a stranger, to develop an interest 
in our midst which has proven, not only 
a gratifying success to him, but unite as 
much of a surprise to very many who had 
doubted tho feasibility of the undertaking. 
The goods manufactured include puro 
malt vinegars, Bordeaux, triple, table and 
white wine vinegars, toilet vinegars, 
raspberry vinegars ; choice mixed and 
mustard pickles ; sauerkraut ; Worcester 
sauce ; blue bell tomato catsup ; extracts ; 
quince, champagne and applo ciders ; 
raspberry; strawberry and lemon syrups; 
and red cabbago. Ho is also a dealer in 
maple sugar and syrup. It is a fitting 
ovidenco of tho puro and high quality of 
tho vinegars mado by Mr. Falconer, that 
ho was awarded tho highest medal for the 
best white wino and malt vhiogars, by the 
Victoria Exposition for 1892. A better 
oyidoncd of their morit, howover, is th.'eir 
appreciation by tho public and tho t;.s ten- 
sive, trade that has boon built up for. the 



products of the factory throughout the 
Northwost. 

Mr. Falconer is a Scotchmnn by birth, 
and learned his trado in Glasgow. Al- 
though a comparative young man, ho has 
had extensive exporioneo in manufactur- 
ing, having boon omployed in London at 
his trado, and having travelled extensively 
in Europe in 1SS9, in tho interest of his 
business, and last beforo coming to Vic- 
toria, having been in business ill Toronto. 
It was tho largo trado which camo to him 
at Toronto from British Columbia, which 
) t 'd him to believo that Victoria was a 
[] et 'irablo placo for a factory. 

A.s ovidenco of tho success of the enter- 
prise, Mr. Falconer has recently purchas- 
ed a doi.'' r "kl u block of ground on McClure 
street, uY >on which he will the present 
year, build 1 a factory building of brick, 
with a front of seventy-five feet and three 
stories high. 

Mr. Falconer pays closo and undividod 
attention to his business, being acquainted 
with every detail of manufacturing, and 
is quito as competent " fi a merchant. Ho 
makes frequent trips throughout tho Pro- 
vince in establishing tho sale of his goods, 
and it is gratifying to not'e that his success 
is regarded as phenomenal!- Mr. Falconer 
is possessed of ample capital for conduct- 
ing his business. Ho stands deservedly 
high in financial and business circles ; his 
credit is unquestioned, and his success i3 
assured. 

GEORGE R. JACKSON, 

THE LEADING TAILOR. 

To say that Mr. Georgo R. Jackson is 
a leading tailor does not indicato tho im- 
portance of the business he conducts and 
which ho has, for the greater part, built 
up in tho past throo years. 

Mr. Jackson came to Victoria in 1887, 
and was soon recognized as a skilled cut- 
tor and fitter, but it was not until ho 
had commonced business exclusively on 
his own account, in 1890, that his excep- 
tional ability began to bo known.

In 
response to tho groat demand for Blarney 
tweeds, Mr. Jackson imports the cele- 
brated goods made by Mahoney Brothers, 
at Blarney, Ireland. His stock in all 
grades is selected with a view to moot tho 
demands of tho best trade of Victoria, 
and his patrons number many gentlemen 
in official positions, professional men-, 
bankers, prominent capitalists and busi- 
ness men. 

It is permissable to say that the fact of 
so important a trado having been built 
up within so short a time by Mr. Jackson, 
and that, too, in the face of competition, 
more or les3 active, shows evidence of 
moro than common business ability in its 
management; . 

A business which pays out in wages 
810,000 annually to twenty workmen i* • 
no small factor in a city's prosperity. 

Mr. Jackson i3 located at No. 57 Gov- 
ernment street, on tho ground lloor, and 
occupies one of tho finest rooms devoted 
to a merchant tailoring establishment on 
tho Pacific coast. His capital is ample 
for tho demands of his business, and he 
stands deservedly high in financial, as 
well as in commercial circles and socially.

Few persons among the now comors 
can realize tho fact that, only a short 
time ago— before 1857— this province 
was very little more than a fur trading 
country, where the Hudson's Bay Co's 
officials alone had sway. In listening to 
tho wonderous tales of tho old timers, 
of tho goldon times 'of tho Fraser river, 
Cariboo, Omenica, Oassiar and Kootonay, 
one is apt to get the idea that this pro- 
vince has a lonj{ hoary past like our own 
old colonies of tho East. 

Tho discovery of gold on tho Fraser 
had for effect to bring hero pooplo from 
all parts of tho world; tho extreme dis- 
tance the wilderness, tho hardships and 
the thousands of difficulties of all sorts, 
wore no obstacles; the hope of getting a 
fair share of that yellow metal, gave 
everyone energy to surmount all barriers. 
After tho Frazor excitement, tho hardy 
prospectors scattered over tho country, 
found other fields, and the gold bearing 
gravel of Cariboo, Omenica and Cassiar 
kopt the minors and everyone in abun- 
dance But placer mining cannot last 
forever, and after a timo tho annual out- 
put began to decreaso; this breught on a 
re-action, and people began to look elso- 
whero, and many industries dato their 
birth from that epoch. 

Tho construction and opening of tho 
1 Canadian Pacific It. R. gave a great 
stimulus to the industrial enterprises 
which have made the province what it 
is now. 

In giving an outlino of tho natural 
riches of tho commonwealth, it is only 
propor to begin with the gold, this hav- 
ing been the first causo of tho successful 
settlement of British Columbia. 

GOLD. 

Although gold was found on the Queen 
Charlotte Islands in 1852, and that small 
quantities of the metal was known to 
have been brought from the interior 
soon after, it is only in 1857 that five 
Canadians and halfbreedfl found good 
placers at Nicomon. In the spring of 
1858 over 22,000 men arrived in Victoria 
from California and elsewhere, and the 
mining was commenced with feverish 
energy. The success of the work may 
be seen when it is known that from that 
dato to 1888 tho amount of gold was 
ovaluated at $55,000,000. Since that 
tho annual yield lias diminished largely, 
and tho number of miners working in the 
placers has decreased; but it is a mistake 
to believe that the gold has all been 
taken out. Although thero i3 no reason 
to doubt that placer mining will yet pro- 
duce millions, it is a certain fact that 
quartz mining will be many times more 
paying. Rich quartz, holding gold, has 
already been found in divors places, on 
tho Upper Columbia and Upper Koot- 
enay, in the Rocky Mountains and tho 
Selkirks, at tho Big Bond of the Col- 
umbia, in Cariboo, on the Parsnip River, 
all through Omenica, on tho Upper 
Skcena, Naasse and Stekine rivers and 
their tributaries, in the Coast range and 
on Vancouver Island. Some quartz 
found near Alborni, at a recent date, was 
found to bo extremely rich. 

What is needed to open this immense 
source of wealth is capital and scientific 
knowledge. Very few capitalists have 
yet turned their eyes to mining invest- 
ments in this country; all what is needed 
to bring them is success somewhere. Let 
ono mine prove pay i 11?, then capital is 
auro to flow in. it i3 to be thopod that 
the great progress of West Kootonay 
will bring that result. 

Except free mining ores, very few ores 
are treated tho samo way. Many men 
who have spent a long period of thoir 
life working on ono mine and have been 
successful, come lioro and attempt to 
treat our ores in the same way, make a 
blunder of it, and the oro is condemned. 
A few men with a thorough knowledge of 
minearalogy, metallurgy and chemistry 
are absolutely needed. The history of 
tho mining in the States abound in facts 
showing the necessity of such men. 

1'I.ATIN'l'M. 
Platinum has been found in small 
quantities in washing gold in different 
districts of British Columbia. On the 
Upper Simil Kameono and on the Tul- 
aineen it was found in quantities— as 
many as 1,500 ounces being secured in a 
year. This was done only in tho course 
of gold washing, and no special attention 
was over paid to this metal alone. This 
is supposed, to this day, to bo the richest 
region for this mineral known in America. 
silver. 

Silver, either pure or moro often hold- 
ing tun per cent, of mercury, and known 
as aquerito, was found in many places in 
washing for gold. At Vital Creek, in 



Omenica, it was found in largo quanti- 
ties. 

Galenaand other ore wore found on Van- 
couver Island, on Texada and tho Queen 
Charlotte Islands, on tho coast of tho main 
land, in the interior plateau, on tho Sti- 
kino, Tahltane, Naas, Skeena rivers and 
their feeders, Cassiar, Omenica) Cariboo, 
on the Thompson River, tho Gold Range, 
tho Selkirks, the Rockies and tho East 
and West Kootonay. 

The wonderful wealth opened to viow 
in this last district during tho last year, 
wdiero immenso veins of oro assayed from 
fifty ounces of silver to three hundred to 
tho ton, is too woll known to bo referred 
to at any length hero. Tho history of 
thoso now towns, like Nelson, Kaslo and 
many othors, has to bo followed day by 
day in the daily papers. Tho numbor of 
people now living thero, tho amount of 
capital invested, tho price obtained for 
certain claims, show that In a short time 
Kootenay will be tho great mining cen- 
tre, not only of tho province, but of 
North America. 

After Kootonay will come another dis- 
trict equally rich — the.region from Om- 
enica to tho head of the Finlay River, 
tho Upper Naas and tho second and 
third branches of tho Stikine. This lo- 
cality shows silver in overy form, nan- 
tine silver, horn silver, argantite, car- 
leonite, and especially galena. Some of 
that last oro, brought from tho explor- 
ation of 1891, assayed from ono hundred 
to seven hundred ounces to tho ton of 
oro. 

COPPER. 

Copper oro has boon found in many 
parts of tho prorince. Proper exploring 
would bring to sight paying veins, on 
the Homalko River, on tho rivors falling 
into Iiowo Sound, Knight's Inlet and 
Gardner's Inlet, on tho Skeena, the 
Naas, the Stikine, and on several 
streams of the interior * plateau, 
native copper has been found in 
small quantities. At theso samo places, 
copper oro has often boon soon and some- 
times in paying quantities. The most 
common i3 the purplo oro, barnito and 
and copper pyrites. 

Many of the mines classed as silver 
mines in Kootenay and elsewhere, con- 
tain copper in largo amounts; at ono 
placo in Kootenay, an oro considered as 
silver ore, contains as much as 42 per 
cent, of copper. 

LEAD. 

A3 a great part of tho silver ores in 
tho provinco are mixed up with lead— as 
galena — there is no doubt that in a short 
timo this country will become the great 
source of that metal. 

MERCURY. 

Cinnabar i3 known to exist at Golden, 
on the Canadian Pacific Railway, and on 
nearly all the rivers crossing tho coast 
range. A fow days ago somo rich oro 
was brought from Alborni. 

DIVERS MINERAL SUBSTANCES. 

Antimony exists in abundance in the 
south of the province. Arsenic is known 
to be in quantity on tho Chilcotin River, 
in connection with alum shales. Build- 
ing stones — as granite, limestone, sand- 
stone — can bo found ovorywhero, and it 
is safe to say that no country in the 
world holds so much marble. On Van- 
couver Island, and on somo of tho north- 
ern islands, marble equal to the far- 
famed Paros, lays in immenso beds. 
Limo, cement, ocheres and tripolito, are 
known in many places. 

Petroleum is abundant in tho Crows'B 
Nest pass, and also on the cast of tho 
provinco near Peaco River. Mica of th 
richest description was brought from tho 
Upper Thompson, tho Parsnip Rivor and 
Tatla Lake. Asbestus is known to 
occur on tho Naas Rivor. 

COAL. 

Tho provinco owns some of tho most 
valuable coal measures to bo found in 
America. Though no deposits of fuel 
have yet been found in tho true carbon- 
iferous rocks; it is now proved that the 
best varieties ot coal are to bo found 
farther up tho geological strata. 

The cretaceous of Vancouver, in which 
tho productive measures occur, begin at 
at Saanich, and extend in broken patches 
to Cowichun and somo of tho smaller 
islands. No work has yet been done on 
that area. 

Tho Nanaimo beds are of the same ago; 
they start south of tho town of that 
name, and oxtond in a narrow trough, 
very likely as far as opposite Cape 
Mudge. It is not ascertained yet if thoro 
is a break between tho Nanaimo and 
Comox field. The enormous quantity of 
fuel taken out every day from theso 
mines by the different collieries, show 
their importance. The amount mined 
depends only on the market; tho supply 
is so plentiful that centuries will pass be- 
fore it is exhausted. 

On tho north end of tho Island two 
other coal beds are known— at Fort 
Rupert and Port McNeil and at Quat- 
siho. Those beds are somewhat older 
than the Nanaimo bods, and tho coal 
booh in the outcrops appears richer. 
No proper mining has yet been done on 
theso measures, but no doubt that somo 
day they will bo worked. Perhaps tho 
finest coalfield on tho coast, taking into 
consideration tho number and magni- 
tude of bodB discovered, thoir character 
consisting of anthracite, steam, coking, 
domestic, freo burning, and their high 
grado, ' is near' tho •entro of Graham 
Island, one of thi Queen Charlotte group. 



A covers a larcjo extent of Ornham 
Iiland. Anthracite of tho tineBt grade 
was found near Skidegato, but until now, 
not abundant enough to pay. It is 
hoped, though, that either at Skidegato 
or Cumshowa, somo paying veins will 
yet be struck. About sovon miles north 
of Skidegato and extending north for 
twolve miles, in tho Yakoun River 
valloy, Graham Island, thick, oven beds 
of semi-anthracite of a splendid quality, 
aro found; it is as fine a fuel for all pur- 
posos as cnii bo wished for. During last 
sumnior three soams of anthracite were 
found near Yakoun Lake; thoy vary 
from oight to thirty feot in thickness. 
Sevorul Victoria capitalists own land 
there, and they have dono enough pros- 
pecting to bo ablo to realize the immense 
value of tho measures. Fossils brought 
from thero, show that tho be'ls be- 
long to an older period than tho Van- 
couver — probably Jurassic. Enormous 
beds of coal of all kinds, from lignico to 
anthracite, aro known in the Crow's 
Nest pass. On tho Upper Skeena and 
the Bulkley Valley, a large bed of puro, 
bituminous coal, resembling tho Welsh, 
lias been located. Coal is known beside*, 
on th* Nicola, North Thompson, Okana- 
agan, and in dozens of places in tho in- 
terior plateau, 

Tho coals of Vancouver avorago 68 per 
cent, in lixed carbon. On tho Queen 
Charlotte Islands tho anthracite gives 
about 85 per cent. 

IKON. 

Beds of rich iron ore, mostly niagnitito, 
aro ores very common on the coast and 
interior ; one mine on Texada Island was 
worked for many .years, tho oro being 
lted near Port Townsend. A deposit 
of magnetite near Kamloops is actually 
boing opened, tho oro boing used as flux 
at the smelter in Tacoma. Tho exhibit of 
iron ores mado at tho Colonial exhibition 
ia England was vory much admired by 
iron masters and was looked upon as ono 
of tho richest in tho world. Tho deposits 
of magnetite, besides boing inexhaustible 
aro vory puro ; they average about tiS per 
cent, of metallic iron, and contain almost 
no phosphorous nor sulphur. On ono 
very largo vein the magnotito gave 7'i per 
cent, of metal, no traco of phosphorous 
and only .003 of sulphur. Theso ores 
would answer well for all purposes, and 
for Bessemer steel would not bo sur- 
passed. In tho near future wo should bo 
able to furnish oro to tho threo states of 
tho Pacific south of us, where iron is very 
scarce. 

Clay iron-stono is known at a fow 
places in connection with tho coal. Mag- 
netite sand is also common. Henratite 
has not yet been found in largo deposits. 
TIMBER. 

Tho export of lumber from our ports 
has been ono of tho flourishing indus- 
tries ; it is at a low ebb now, but must 
soon revive. To this day all the atten- 
tion has been given to tho Douglas fir; 
of that truly magnificent specie wo have 
a rich reserve. Kngelman spruce, another 
treo of great sizo and beauty, i3 also 
common on tho coast, and it i3 believed 
that, onco introduced into tho foreign 
markets, it would sell well. Cedar, white 
and red, should also become a good 
article for exportation ; and maple, oak, 
birch, cypress and alder would answer 
well for furniture making. Poplars, 
birch, spruce and many other specieB 
form an unlimited supply of niatorial to 
mako wood pulp and paper. 

FISHERIES. 

The export of salmon in tini is a. woll 
established industry, and the supply is 
so abundant that it is bound to keep in- 
creasing. Tho shipping of frozen fish to 
the eastern markets is just beginning to 
Bucceed, and all that is needed is enter- 
prise and capital to make of that tho 
great industry ot the Province. No 
othor fisheries in tho world aro richer 
than those and somo day tons of thou- 
sands of fishermen will thrive on the 
coast. Tho halibut, cod, oolnchan, her- 
ring and moro especially the skill, can 
find an unlimited market in tho Cana- 
dian, American and European towns. 
Fish oil has boon niado with success, 
though mado on a small scale and with- 
out recent improved machinery. The 
narrow waterways of tho coast teem with 
millions of dogfish, porpoises and othor 
oily fish. Sturgeon, trout and a number 
of other specie of fish could be shipped 
fresh, besides tho salmon and halibut, 
which has taken all tho attention until 
now. 

AGRICULTURE AND STOCK RAISING. 

British Columbia is tho largest Prov- 
ince of the Dominion, as large as Quebec 
and Ontario together, that is, almost 
■150,000 square miles. Tho delta of the 
Fraser, Okanagan, Nicola, the south of 
Vancouver island oiler somo of tho finest 
and most productive agricultural land to 
bo found in America. 

Tho Government is pushing explora- 
tions and surveys with energy, and tho 
report of the surveyors yearly bring to 
notice, largo tracts of land fit for farming 
ind grazing. Of all theso littlo can bo 
said now, but any man wanting a location 
can eaBy find it by looking over tho dif- 
ferent reports. 

Tho Westminster district, tho south of 
Vancouver island, and largo tracts in the 
intorior, ofi'er tho best inducements to 
fruit growors, and beforo long those parts 
should supply tho great Canadian North- 
west, whore fruits cannot bo raised. 



It has boon tho policy of tho Gove." 11 
m^nt to help railway enterprises. They 
can hardly do too much in that lino, 83 
no otlror Provinco is so dependent on 
Railway .facilities as British Columbia. 

With our resources, with our climate, 
and with our .onorgotic population, tho 
first quartor of t'io next contury should 
seo British Columbia the richest and the 
most thriving Prcmico of Canada.

made absolutely proof against damage by 
insect life in all climates. All skins, 
heads, or full forms of animals, or birds 
mounted, are treated in tho approved 
scientific manner taught by tho Smith- 
sonian Institution, and by tho proper ap- 
plication of poisons aro made perfectly 
moth and insect proof. 

The members of tho firm aro both na- 
tives of England. Mr. Foster has been 
sevou years in British Columbia. Mr. 
Lindley not quite five years. Both, how- 
over, aro woll and widely known for tho 
excellence of their skill, and as honor- 
able and trustworthy men. 

Victoria is, without question, a favor- 
able point for an establishment of this 
kind. It may be doubted if there is an- 
othor city tho size of this, whoro tho 
opportunities for obtaining really choico 
material for the taxidermist aro moro fav- 
orable than in Victoria. This being tho 
headquarters for the celebrated Hudson 
Bay Company, many fine specimens 
come through its channels of trade. Bo- 
sides thero aro many hunters who outfit 
hero and mako occasional visits to tho city. 

Tho local business done by Messrs. 
Lindley & Foster, considerable in extent, 
is supplemented by tho orders thoy ro- 
ceivo from Eastern Canada, and from tho 
United States. They have recently re- 
ceived somo orders from Boston, and 
from Chicago. Tho latter presumably 
for tho Columbian Exposition.

P. O. Box 005. All orders entrusted to 
thoir caro will receive prompt and care- 
ful attention. Money remittances to 
thorn, to purchase specimens, will bo 
promptly acknowledged, and expended in 
accordance with tho wishes of patrons. 
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THOMAS EARLE. 

Thomas Earle is one of Victoria's pion- 
eer merchants. He has been for moro 
than a quarter of a contury identified with 
tho development of British Columbia 
resources, and with tho trade and com- 
merCe uf this city. Although remarkably 
conservative in his methods of doing busi- 
ness, his trade reaches to every part of the 
Province, and extends along tho coast- 
even to Alaska.

He car- 
ries a stock valued at §75,000, and pays 
825,000 import duties annually., It is 
worthy of note, that li ia immense business 
is dono without tho aid of a travelling 
man. Mr. Earlo is agent for tho Alert 
Bay Canning Company ; receives consign- 
ments of goods on commission ; is a part- 
ner in the Pioneer Steam CoHee and 
Spico Mills of Victoria ; is tho owner of 
two sealing schooners, and has outfitted 
six others die present season. 

Tho regard in which Mr. Esrlo is hold 
by his fellow citizens is shown in tho fact 
that he has been twice elected a member 
of the Dominion House of_ Parliament. 
The first election boing at tho by-election 
of 1889, and tho second at the general 
election of 1891. Mr. Earlo recently left 
for Ottawa, where ho will remain during 
the present session of Parliament. 



VICTORIA STEAM BAKERY. 

Liko tho Colonist, the woll known 
firm of M. R. Smith & Co., had its bo- 
ginning in 1858. In that year Mr. M. 
R. Smith, senior member of tho present 
firm, sot up a small bakery for tho ac 
commodation of the then limited local trade 
of Victoria. It would bo interesting, 
did space permit, to traco tho growth o.f 
this and other successful commercial and 
manufacturing enterprises in British Col- 
umbia, but the space at our disposal is 
limited, and in passing from tho year 
1858 to 1.880, wo will only say tho in- 
crease of tho business of tho houso kopt 
paco with tho growth of tho city, and 
that its success was in every respect 
amply merited, not only by an honorable 
method of dealing with tho public, but 
by tho oxcellonco of the quality of goods 
manufactured and sold. 

The year 1880 may bo said to havo 
marked an epoch in the history of the 
house. It was in that year that the 
Indian and Colonial Exhibition was held 
in London. A full lino of thoir goods 
was sent for exhibition by Mr. Smith, in 
testimony of the excellence of which ho 
received a medal and diploma. Medals 
and diplomas have also been received for 
exhibitions at Victoria and Westminster, 
British Columbia. Tho year J888 
marked another epoch. In that year, 
the business of the houso having out- 
grown its quarters on Fort street, two 
new and commodious buildings weru 
erected on Niagara street, near the 
Outer wharf, occupying aground spaco 
of 05x87 feet, three stories in height, 
above tho basement, and giving a Moor 
spaco of 22,020 square foot. Thoso 
buildings aro used exclusively for fac- 
tory purposes, tho oflieo remaining at 57 
Fort street. Tho biscuit machinery em- 
ployed i a of tho latest and most approved 
pattern, and is run by a forty horse 
power engine. 

Tho Victoria Steam Bakery is now 
known throughout tho Northwest; its 
trade extends, not only to every hamlet 
and mining camp of British Columbia, 
but, in its shipping trado, extends to 
Alaska. It is tho largest factory of tho 
kind north of Portland, on the Pacific 
coaBt. Tho factory gives employment to 
botweou thirty-five and forty men and 
girls, and, measured by tho extent of its 
trado and wagos paid out during the yoar,

A. L. POUDRIER, P. L. S., D. L. S. 

In another column of this paper, under 
tho head of " Undeveloped Resources of 
British Columbia," will be found a most 
interesting and authentic article from the 
pen of Mr. A. L. Poudrier. It is not too- 
much to say that no othor man has had a 
bottor opportunity to inform himsolf 
upon the subject upon which ho writes. 
Mr. Poudrier is well known to men in 
public Iifo as a surveyor and explorer, 
both of ability and experience. Ilo is of 
French extraction ; was born in the 
Provinco of Quebec and war, educated as 
a civil engineer and surveyor. In appear- 
ance he is about 36 years of age, and wore 
it not for tho ruddy comploxioii, bespeak- 
ing exposure to tho extremes of nature's 
elements, ho would bo taken as belonging 
to ono of tho learned professions or as a 
literary man. Mr. Poudrier accepted a 
commission from tho Dominion Govern- 
ment in 18S0 to explore tho Northwest 
Territory. lie spent five years in this 
service, and the report, of his explora- 
tions now forms a valuablo part of tho in- 
formation possessed by tho Dominion 
Government respecting tho natural re- 
sources of hor great Northwest posses- 
sions. 

From 1880 to 1888 ho was employed 
by a syndicate of railroad investors and 
by the Canadian Pacific Railroad Co., his 
field of labor extending from the eastern 
slope of tho Rocky mountains to tho 
Pacific Coast. From 1889 to tho present 
time he has boon in tho omploy of the 
Provincial Government. He lias within 
the last threo yoars explored the Coast 
range, the Chilcotin section, tho Nechaco 
country, tho Skeena country and has 
penetrated to tho sources of both tho 
Skeena and Naas rivers'. The extent of 
country thuB explored and roughly sur- 
veyed is something over 50,000 square 
mileB. 

During the past summer Mr. Poudrier 
mrvoyed and sectionizod 17,000 acres of 
land for tho Provincial Government ni 
the Berkeley valley country, besides 
building a wagon road 2.'i miles in length. 
In liis exploring journeys, Mr. Poudrier 
states, ho is usually accompanied by six 
or eight wbito men, and Indians in num- 
bers to suit tho occasion and work under- 
taken. Tho methods of transportation 
and travel aro as various as tho condi- 
tions to bo mot with. Thousands of 
miles aro traveled in canoes, many 
hundreds on horse-back and on foot and, 
in instances, Biiow-shoes havo been re- 
quired in midsummer in crossing tho 
mountains. 

it has been suggested that a volume 
from Mr. Poudrier's pen, giving in a 
popular form tho valuablo information ho 
has garnered in tho many years of ex- 
ploring, would bo wolcomed by an appre- 
ciative public. Tho reader of his article 
in Uii3 paper, wo feel Biiro, will join us in 
tho wish that ho may, in tho near future, 
find both the timo and tho inclination to 
writo such a work. Much aa lias been 
written of tho great Northwest, all has 
heretofore been in fragments. Mr. 
Poudrier's personal observations havo 
been sufficient to enablo him to writo a 
complete work, covering tho ground m a 
manner not beforo attempted.

PROJECTED RAILWAYS. 

Some of the Lines That are Proposed 
to be Built in the 
Province. 



They Will Open up anil Assist 
Developing Hilling-, Timber and 
Farming 1 Lands'. 



•British Columbia is a most magnificent 
field for tho operation of railways, which, 
whether operated by Btcam or electricity or 
by whatever power, will bo a great factor in 
the development of the vast resources of tho 
Province, and without which, all labor is 
rendered moro wearisome and leas profitable. 

Tho reasons why this is essentially a rail- 
way country, are numerous. It was onco 
said that British Columbia was a "Sea of 
Mountains." Hon. Edward Blake made 
tho statement in one of his eloquent speeches 
when ho was opposing the construction of 
tho C. P. R. Many years afterwards 
ho paid his first visit to the Pacifio Coast, 
and when lie had arrived over tho same 
road, tho construction of which he had bo 
warmly declared against, his sentiments 
and feelings of admiration and wonder 
caused him to reflect on bis old timo com- 
ment, but he still was forced to contend, ho 
said, that there wero a few gentle mounds 
and elevations here. No ono who has an 
intimate knowledgo of the country will dis- 
piute his second conclusion. There are un- 
doubtedly a few "mounds and elevations." 
Some even go so far as to say that there are 
many mountains, and they may bo correct. 
But engineers and survoyors and minerB 
and prospectors, and timber cruisers and in- 
tending settlers, and speculators and every- 
one finally comes down to accept tho pro- 
position without quibblo that if British 
Columbia is to develop as she should, if her 
vast natural rcsourses are to be exposed and 
mado uao of, if her mines and her grazing 
and farming and fruit growing and timber 
lands aro to be used to best advantage to 
build up a great country on this sido of the 
Rockies, thero must bo better and more 
adequate channels of communication, not 
only with the outside world, but also with' 
in the various districts and between many 
of the growing cities and towns. 

In many other countries, tho necessity 
having been pointed out, and, as in a good 
many cases, tho funds being available, 
colonization roads and wagon roads would 
bo built. To some extent this applies to 
British Columbia, but not nearly so much 
ob it does elsewhere. As has been said, the 
natural outline and appearance of the Prov- 
ince is against, many easy wagon roads, and 
in many places tho climate is also a bar. 
But with the advances that have been made 
in modern times in railway and tramway 
building, it is now posaiblo to construct, 
pcrate and maintain these modern means 
of transportation in many places whero it 
would bo extremely difficult, not to say im- 
possible, to drive a team or haul a heavy 
load. Tho liny Uoublo band of steel on 
which a train may creep snakelike along 
tho narrow pathway, up over tho torrent, 
through tunnelaand between great boulders, 
would offer no inducements to a team of 
horses or oxen ; progress would bo slower, 
more tedious and moro costly, and finally 
it would be found that it could only be a 
condition of that activity and life which 
have characterized British Columbians, and 
made them known as pushing and energetic 
— that there must be railways. 

Tho history of tho iron horse and his more 
recently adopted twin brother the electric 
motor, so far as the Province of liritish 
Columbia is concerned, is brief. It was 
only a few years ago, in 18SC, when tho 
first through train was run over the C. P. R. 
Since then there have been many additions 
to that road, notably the Kootenay branch, 
known as the Columbia and Kootenay, the 
Shuswap and Okanagan branch to Vernon, 
and down nearer tho coast the Mission 
branch, which gives direct connection by- 
rail with the United States, the terminus of 
tho latter branch being New Whatcom. 
From New Westminster, also reached by 
tho C. P. R., there has been another lino of 
railway known as tho Westminster South- 
ern, built connecting with the territory of 
the State of Washington at lilaino and also 
giving through rail communication. Be- 
tween Vancouver and New Westminster a 
tramway lino has been built joining the twin 
cities and rendering travel to and fro easy 
and pleasant. Tho cities of Westminster 
and Vancouver have each their tramway 
service, and good oucb they aro too. 

There are many other projects on hand to 
increase the number of railways in various 
directions and for various purposes. Some 
of these will commence at an early date, and 
others are now awaiting the arrangements, 
financial and otherwise, that the projectors 
are endeavoring to mako. 

On Vancouver Island there has been built 
tho Eequimalt k Nanaimo railway, which 
runs from Victoria to Nanaimo and to the 
coal fields further north. Victoria haH been 
supplied with a city tramcar service, and 
has also regular communication in the same 
way with Eequimalt. Tho Victoria & Sid- 
ney Railway Co. will commence work in the 
early spring, and great results aro expected 
from the opening up of tho fcrtilo country 
through which this line will run. 

Perhaps, however, the most numerous 
enterprises are to be found in the upper 
country, in that far-famed Kootenay, of 
which so little has been known but which 
now promises to develop and is developing 
into tho greatest producer of tho precious 
minerals and metals on the continent. From 
different pointH in this magnificent, district 
thero aro already lines in course of construe 
tion, and u general idea of tho progress in 
.this direction to bo expected in tho near 
f iituro may be had from u perusal of tho 
fallowing list of charters for railway pur. 
pases granted during tho last two years and 
to bo applied for :
